on sporting purposes Intent no; doubt you'll meet him, and If 
you find not In bis speech and actloua,those qualities of bead and 
heart, which must be admired whenever found, then Is the nar¬ 
rator a false prophet 

Frank Fowler has become an expert In the use of both gun 
and rod, and—wbat Is quite as much to his credit—hath taken 
to himself a wife; but his love of humor Is In no way diminished, 
or his wit leas famous thaD of old. He augles zealously, and Is 
therefore contemplative,—shoots excellently, as often, and Is 
hence vigorous and happy. What more could he wish! 

Jovial John Briggs, tbe ruddv, stalwart Briton, remains as of 
old an ardent devotee of the sports of tbe field, and his pack of 
bounds may be oft beard In musical discord, when “ southerly 
wind and cloudy sky ” combine to makes fine hunting morn. 

James Greenway, like the wandering Arab, bath folded his 
tent,"and as silently stole away” to tbe wild and rocky fastnesses 
of tbe Yellowstone. He Is no longer the awkward, rustic youth, 
but Is In truth, like Nimrod of holy writ, “a mighty hunter." 
Age, experience and exercise In the almost untrodden wilds of 
that hunter's paradise, have transformed the lad Into an athletic, 
active man, keen and successful In the chase, or the gentler art 
of angling.

Tbe 
mneioa] sound of childish laughter Is there beard throughout the 


long Summer's day, for a bright boy of seven years, with fearless 
eyes and tbe glow of ruddy health upon bis cheek, with a win¬ 
some little girl two years his Junior, In whose laughing eyes, 
sweet lips, and curling hair may be found a striking resemblance 
to May—the happy wife and mother—now belong to the family 
circle. Tbe boy answers to tbe name of Gerald, and the girl to 
that of LUy. The elderly gentleman In whose rambles the 
children usually share, and whose erect form, elastic tread, and 
undlmmed eye gives ilttle evidence of age, Is Gerald Percy, and 
Col. Hardy Is a frequent visitor. Tbe little hermitage was 
destroyed by a forest fire years ago, and few vestiges remain to 
mark the home he reared In the wilderness. In the new home, 
on a Winter’s eve, the casual visitor would not fall to note, 
stretched at length before tbe hearth, a bound of remarkable 
size and almost human Intelligence,—albeit age has deprived 
him of the agility and strength of other days—and enquiry would 
elicit the history of the brave dog, none other In fact than good 
old Ranger.

If thou hast followed 
from week to week the devious and tangled thread of a narrative 
which Is, as Mark Twain said of hls map of Paris, "quite unlike 
anything of tbe klod that was ever seen,” some explanation Is 
due thee. Know then, that the tall was written in the main to 
depict, In as faithful manner as my feeble pen might devise, the 
sport and scenery of the Lake Superior regloo. It occurred to 
the writer that a slight thread of romance might serve perhaps 
to connect, wlthoutm arrtng the primary points of a descriptive 
sketch.

In conclusion tbe author Is well aware of the many Imper¬ 
fections throughout the tale, and craves the reader’6 Indulgence 
for tbe sins of omission, as well as of commission, for the mere 
description of scenes In every Instance falls far short of the 
reality. However, if the story has served the reader to while 
away an Idle hour with any degree of profit or pleasure, If It has 
depicted any scenes or given any Incidents that shall be treas¬ 
ured up, in short, if It Is a compound lu which something of 
good, and very little of evil, If any, may be found, it will have 
fulfilled Its mission In tbe Interests of true sport and sportsman¬ 
ship. 


The Scotch Game-Keeper. 

The Scotch poacher Is a pleasant companion, owing to bis en¬ 
thusiasm and anecdotes. Kingsley depicts him exactly: 

“ I'm ulf and away to the mnlrs, mil her. to hunt the dun deer, 

Ranging far free frowning faces and the donee folks here; 

Crawling np through barn and bracken, leaping down the screes, 

Looking out ftae crag and headland, driuklug up the Hummer breeze." 

But be has not the time requisite to make the acquaintance of 
the wild creatures at home. He must kill and be off with bis 
booty, Instead of lying motionless In a heather clump at early 
dawn and watching at leisure the many animals which love to 
roam at night, stealing homeward to their dens. Edward, tbe 
Banff naturalist, In hls nocturnal rambles, only coincides with 
the conviction possessed by sportsmen and observers all over tbe 
world, that be who would see the lower animals in their most 
fearless and congenial moods ought to watch for them at night or 
early mom. Malcom’s intelligent face shaded by an old solar 
topee matches hls wiry and athletic form; and both together 
assure a casual visitor to the kingdom of tbe birds, now as fairly 
baffled with regard to tbe right track as Execestldes himself, 
that he will readily point out the direction In which the shortest 
path lies, and give Information on the many Interesting birds 
and beasts of this district. Accordingly, we sink Into the heather, 
and gain the following facts from our chat with him: " Eagles 1 
Yes, there are golden eagles now, a pair of them on Qulnatg In 
front, but they are not often seen on this side. Sometimes, 
however, they sweep overhead at a great height In circling eddies, 
and, of course, they are on tbe look-out for a dead sheep or a 
weakly lamb. The blue (or alpine) hare Is also a favorite dish; 
their persecution has developed In this hare a need of a den for 
retreat, which ordinary hares never think of- Thus they seize 
upon any hole or cranny In tbe rocks around us, and, when 
attacked, flee Into It, when they are at once safe. 
I have seen a goldeu eagle blockade one, so eager was It, but the 
hare would not venture Into tbe open until the eagle somewhat 
reluctantly took wing. Eagles abounded much more even In 
1846 when I came here as keeper. At that time It was possible 
to see nine In the air at once. I shot three In one day, and no 
less than sixteen In three weeks. Now, eagles and peregrine 
falcons are strictly preserved by tbe Duke. The favorite prey of 
the peregrine Is the grouse, and tbe opinion has prevailed that 
by striking down the last and therefore the weakest of the covey, 
the bird was assisting nature In exterminating or reducing to 
very small proportions the grouse disease. My district! It Is 
twenty two miles long and some fifty miles In circumference. It 
was swarming with vermin when I first came. But blood-money 
was promised us, and the scheme was but too fatal. For every 
eagle we shot or trapped £1 was allowed; tor every dog-fox, 10a., 
but for the vixen, £2, every cub (till Aug. 13, when they were 
supposed to have become adult foxes), 10s.; hawks, buzzards, 
etc., brought In la each. Tbe grey or acaul crow was worth Is., 
but the raven 8s. fid. Have kept tame eagios, which would alt 
on my arm, but would never let me see them teed, as they would 
spread their wtngi and turn round as often as I Bought to see 
wbat and how they eat. They could not bear dogs or strangers, 
and often attacked them. I came In for their anger at times, 
and had to kick them off In self-defense. Finally, they took to 
evil way*—ehlcken-kllllng and the Ilka I could not bear to 
shoot them, so set nay dags on them and drove them off to the 
mountains The deer are generally feeding In the eotries on the 
other aide of Ben More at this season of the year, but you may 


see them coming down to Loch Assynt at timea Last Summer 
a flue stag used to feed among the cattle evening after evening 
In the meadow at the head of the Loch. The herd-boys amused 
themselves by stalking It and trying who could approach nearest. 
It was almost always seen on the Sabbath evenings, but was at 
length shot The badger Is very scarce now, If not exterminated. 
I killed the last which has been seen hereabouts, and It la now 
stuffed In the museum at Dunrobln.” And so, taking a “ rlcbt 
gude wlllie-waught ” with the keeper, we rise refreshed, and pur¬ 
sue our stroll .—The ComhiU Magazine. 


The Oldest Club iii America. 


Houston, Texas. 

Editor Chicago Fibld: —In your Issue May 24tb,you ask the 
“oldest gun club" to speak out. I lay claim to having belonged 
to one, If not the oldest on record. 

In 1847 Capt. E. Patterson, of steamboat notoriety In the New 
Orleans, Atchapalaya aud Teclie trade of southern Louisiana, re¬ 
tired from boating, and located In PattersonvlUe (named after 
him), 8t. Mary's Parish, Louisiana, as a merchant; and as a true 
sportsman, organized with others, myself among the number, a 
hunting and shooting club. We met monthly at the village to 
try our skill as marksmen with the rifle, off-hand, at sixty yards, 
best shot taking the pool. For those who did not use tbe rifle, 
we bad about every two weeks In the Spring what tbe French 
called iu Louislanu " patgo” shooting. Tbe “ patgo” was a 
chicken cock shaped out of the sweet gum root, In five pieces, 
head and tall first and second choice, two wings third and fourth, 
the body fifth choice. The prizes comprehended tbe hide, head, 
feet, and tallow of the beef or ox. Each quarter had to be cut 
off of the body by ball before a claim could be awarded. We 
had judges, etc., same as oow lu our matches. 

The wooden cock was placed on a pole twenty or twenty-five 
feet high, three quarter Iron spindle holding It on, but allowing 
It to revolve as a bullet hit It. Chances were sold to pay for the 
animal. Shot guns were used with ball at forty yards, rifles at 
sixty, all off-hand shooting. Advancing five paces each round, 
until thirty paces had been reached for shot guns, and fifty for 
Titles from object, where we continued to shoot until some lucky 
shot tore tbe last fragment from the Iron spludle. Tbe winners 
were called on to “wood up” the unlucky ones, and there was no 
need of coaxing any of the members. 

This kind of shooting, like our pigeon shooting of the present 
day, did not always terminate In favor of the best shots. 

Our club was organized on the same principles as clubs of the 
present day—constitution, by-laws, dues, fines, etc. I was sec¬ 
retary In 1849, when I removed to Texas. A fire In 1853 de¬ 
stroyed all my papers. I know of but three members living, J. M. 
Charpantier, of St. Mary's Parish. Louisiana, James L. Prouty, 
of Scltuate, near Boston (a good one, and hope this will meet hls 
eye), and myself. Many men who were boys at the time are 
living who recollect the Capt. Patterson gun club, as It was called, 
In St. Mary's Parish. We knew nothlngof trap shooting,although 
we had some tine shots on the wing. Snipe In the Winter were 
plentiful, and bets were made as to who would kill most In a 
given number of shots, etc. Deer and ducks In Winter, and fish¬ 
ing In Spring. The New Orleans Picayune of 1847—1848 has rec¬ 
ord of some of the club’s doings, among them two alligator hunts 
In the Spring of 1848 by members of the club (I was one of them), 
to get revenge for catching our hound while swimming after deer 
across the bayous. Could I wield tbe pen as I can my favorite 
breech-loader I could many a story relate that you would pub¬ 
lish.

Shape and Thickness of Gun Barrels. 


While the Subject of the shootiug of guns Is being so much 
discussed, there Is a matter which I should like to bring to the 
notice of your readers, and especially to that of gunmakers. It 
Is the shape and thickness of the barrels, which, for the purpose 
otf reducing the weight In double guns, seem, from some measure¬ 
ments I have recently made, to be reduced throughout the mid¬ 
dle of their length to little more than the thickness of a playing 
card. Let any of your readers measure for himself the outside 
diameter of a gun at the muzzle end and then at tbe middle, and 
be will at once be convinced of the truth of what I say. Now, I 
cannot but imagine that, putting aside the question of safety, 
this must produce a vibration which must very much Interfere 
with the shooting of the gun. Surely the perfect form of a gun- 
barrel should require that, If the muzzle end must, for the sake 
of avoiding top-heaviness, be made thinner than the breech end, 
the barrel should taper gradually from breech to muzzle, so that 
a straight-edge applied from one to the other should touch at 
every point. 

Now I don't think that this faulty shape of the barrels (which 
I really believe exists In nearly all guns, especially In choke- 
bores) has been before noticed, and I should be very glad to bear 
your opinion, and that of gunmakers in general, upon It. 

With regard to the question of 12-bores aud 20, tbe result of 
your trials, I think, would Indicate this one fact—that 12-bores 
ought to do a great deal more than they have hitherto done. A 
London maker told me not long since that a 12-bore properly 
loaded (choke, of course), should be able to put four pellets of 
No. 4 Into a duck at a hundred yards. 1 should be glad to bear 
wbat " Wlldfowler " and Col. Whyte say to tills, as It would then 
be worth the while to carry a big gun of 7|lb. weight; but I 
doubt myself whether many 12-bores as at present made could be 
trusted to put even one pellet of No. 4 out of every shot into a 
duck at that distance. Still, considering the great difference In 
size and weight between the 12 and 20, the former ought, I 
think, to be more useful than It Is. B. M. 

[It has long been known that barrels of the same thickness 
throughout their length, do not give good shooting, and tbelr re¬ 
duction In the middle, Is not solely to get off weight. As to a 
12-bore putting four pellets of No. 4 Into a duck at a hundred 
yards (except aa a matter of mere chance), the statement la 
simply absurd, and la an tnault to tbe understanding of the gen¬ 
tleman to whom It was made.—E d. London /Vld.J

Oysters and Clams. 

Once apon s time an oyster wss good only In those months 
containing the letter R, which of course left out May, June and 
July and August, during which period they spawned, and were 
" milky " and sweet. This Is not always the case now, and If it 
be asked If oysters base changed their habits, we will say yes. 
Then it was their habit to stay in their place of birth and grow 
until of proper age to increase their species when they became 
unfit for food until the season was oyer. Now It Is their cus¬ 
tom to be elevated Into a boat at an early age,|by means of a pair 
of oyster tongs, and to move some distance and settle down for a 
white, and then perhaps be moved again. This process breaks up 
the breeding lnstlnct,and these oysters are always fit t > eat. Some 
dealers declare that oysters are best In Summer, while others deny 
this, but allow that they are just as good. The oystermen, those 
who plant and gather them, are Bald to eat more of them now 
than at any other season, and they certainly know which are 
good. 

Toe indiscriminate gathering of oysters, of fifty years ago, is 
not practiced now; the crop Is cultivated with as much perfection 
as If they were vegetables. 

Tbe great bulk of northern oysters, and northern oysters are 
by far the best, Is brought from southern waters In tbe Fall and 
planted in the favorite feeding grounds within fifty miles of New 
York, and acquire flavor according to those grounds, some being 
much better than others. It would be an Interesting fact to 
know if this has always been the case, or If It » due to an In¬ 
creased number of infusoria upon which the oyster feeds, which 
swarm in these waters on account of the refuse from the great 
cities Within this circumference. It Is known that the different 
grounds have different properties, as the bivalves are pul In one 
place to grow, and then transferred to another to fatten and ac¬ 
quire flavor. 

Even If they are good In the Summer, the tyrant fashion for 
bids them and puts’“little neck dams” at the head of the bill of 
fare to open the feast with, otherwise many people would never 
know how excellent these little mollusks are.

Clams are at their beat In 8ummer; we refer to “round” or , 
“hard clams'' which our Boston friends term “quohaugs,” and are , 
eaten raw, fried, stewed,roasted,In fritters, in chowder,and In clam 
bakes, but tbe worst use you can put a good oyster or a small , 
tender clam to Is to cook It. West Haven, Little Neck and Five | 
Island produce the best clams. The latter place Is where the , 
famous blue-point oysters come from, and as they are grown in 
the same water, why should they not exceed other clams) 

Rockaway and Shrewsbury also furnish many clams, but they 
are larger and tougher, therefore it is no waste of good clams 
to cook them; the Shrewsbury clams have yellow flesh like the 
oysters from that river,which, by the way, are delicious, but their 
yellow look is " agin ’em” in a stranger's eye. A “ clam bake” 
expresses the sum of all human happiness to the Rhode Islander, 
and to gather all his relatives and friends on the sea shore, and 
bake the roystering clam in dried Bea-weed, and eat It with other 
good things, fills bis cup of joy. It is related that a Sunday- 
school teacher In Rhode Island told thy scholars, that there were 
poor children In Illinois who had never experienced the supreme 
delight of a clam bake, and tbe last penny in the juvenile pocket 
was dropped in the plate in aid of the benighted sufferers. 

A “ clam bake” Is not merely baked dams, which have but lit¬ 
tle to recommend them to tbe jolly company which assembles at a 
fatmeu’s-clam-bake,but ills noised abroad that the festive clam la 
first roasted in the shell, then steamed, and afterward baked in a 
big kettle with layers of fish, lobsters, crabs, green corn, chickens, 
potatoes and such other vegetables as may be at hand and 
suitable. 

There is another clam which,although not as good as either the 
“ quohaug” or hard clam, Venut mercenaria, or the long or "soft 
clam,” Mya armaria, but which Is still very fair It cooked, and is 
obtainable lu great numbers along the beaches near New York, 
just below low water mark. It Is called “sea clain," and Ib the Mac- 
tra noUdluima. It la very large, and would afford a cheap and 
wholesome stock for soup, If the American poor did not always 
want the very best of everything. We know a poor man In 
Brooklyn who, wbeu out of work, walks down to Coney 
Island and gets a bag full with which he rides back on the street 
cars, and, said be, “I can get clams enough to makegood soup for 
my big family for a week, by taking one day, and fifteen cents for 
car fare.” 

Here Is a text for a political economist. We have often said 
that there la more good food wasted in the United States than In 
any other country, but as population Increases this will remedy 

Itself. At present our people are too proud to buy anything but 
the .Choicest thlugs In market, or even to ride second class; 
but tBV few more generations the fishermen of Long Island 
Sound wont say with indignation,of a truly fine fish which graces 
the tables of tbe best in Me land in Europe and some parts of 
New York, “ No, sir, I never was poor enough to eat sturgeon I” | 
We repeat, sea clams make good soup; we have eaten it and pre- 
teud to know the various grades of goodness In salt water clams 
and oysters; and this reminds us; does anyone of our readers 
know how to make a palatable dish from fresh water mussels, 
UnU»t We have tried them, but cannot speak well of them from 
our own experience. _ 

Home of the Joys of Angling. 

On two occasions lately I arrived at the conclusion that fish¬ 
ing was a delusion, and an unutterably miserable snare. The In¬ 
cidents upon the days referred to He in a nutshell; and as I am 
fairly confident of tne sympathies of my brothers of the rod, I 
may as well relate them, In Ueu of anything more exciting. I 
got ooe day recently a wonderful tip anent a spot upon dear old 
Father Thames, where Me barbel were said to roll about in vast

As 
a rule, I am Me most generous and amiable-minded man In the 
world, open to tell everybody all I know piscatorial ly. This, 
however, dear reader, must be a personal matter for the present, 
and I therefore beg you to let It suffice If I say that I thluk I 
have tumbled across a little gold mine, figuratively speaking, of 
thumping big fish, hard by a lovely and very out-of-Me-way little 
village, somewhat difficult of access Into the bargain, where, by- 
tbe-way, there's no professional fisherman, and only one crazy 
old punt, and that It Is not more than one hundred miles from 
the battered old ruins of Mcdmenbam Abbey.

A recent note In the American Xaturalul says: “ We have re¬ 
ceived a letter from Jacob Stauffer, of Lancaster,.Pa., In which 
he atates that a specimen of Amia calva has receutly been taken 
In the 8usquehanna river, below Safe Harbor, and Is now pre¬ 
served In the Llnntean Society of Lancaster. 'This Is the first 
definite account of the existence of this species In the Susque¬ 
hanna, though as pointed out by Mr. Stauffer, DeKay had sus¬ 
pected It.

I never saw a 'bender less than four inches In length, and the 
wldestjinqulry has not discovered anyone who ever saw a smaller 
one. The largest I ever saw was two feet in length, and to give 
the unscientific reader a good idea, I will say that ordinarily they 
are ss big as a good sired brook-trout, and a vast deal ngller. 

Their range Is wider than you would think for. The tribu¬ 
taries of the Alleghany, Mouongabela and Ohio rivets have them 
In varying numbers. The best place to catch them lu a small 
stream, is Just below an old dam, and Just after a freshet, while 
the water Is yet muddy. They will take a worm but prefer flah. 

It Is not uncommon for an angler to lose bis “string ” of Ash, and 
to discover them in possession of this nasty beast, which is en¬ 
gaged In eating them from tall to head. 

They have the open countenance of the catfish, only more so, 
and when dangling in mid-sir give themselves those stupid, 
muscular, suggesting side to side flops, while with a mouth open 
twice as wide as their own heads, they mutely ask only to be al¬ 
lowed to crawl back again. 

They are not often caught in nets, but every taut line baited 
with fish Is liable to get many on. The writer remembers having 
an Interest in such a line loug ago where the ’bender waa com¬ 
mon. Going out In a boat early In the morning, my partner 
raising the line while I rowed, the first hook bsd on a meno alle, 
which was snapped off over the edge of the craft, the next and 
the next, and so on for eleven hooks, when up came a good sl*ed 
catfish. “ What are you doing here!" remarked my companion. 

•• We are fishing for alligators,”* and over the cattle went. 

The bite of a 'gator on a hook la very like a catfish's way of 
doing—namely, to swallow the hook and wall for developments. 

Out of the wster It has none of the sotlve ways of the fish; 
no quick flapping and slapping around, and open-mouthed gasp¬ 
ing, but a muscular squirming like that of mu eel. 

In regard to eating them your remarks In respect to the bog 
are good. But s man must draw the line somewhere, and at

Santa Cruz fishermen aometlmeseatcb a few mackerel and shad 
In the neighboring waters of the bay. The former are a native, 
the latter an Introduced Ash, but yet scarce. For some reason 
the mackerel do not strike In toward the shore to any considera¬ 
ble extent. In consequence of this, the few that are sent to the 
San Francisco market are sold.at fancy prices.

Sub and Growth or Penomoot &lmon —KdUor Chlcayo 
XUIdi —Your correspondent "R. 0. D.,\ln a late Issue record* 
the longmt salmon from the Penobscot Mver aa follows: “It 
measured over fifty Inches In length and weighed thirty-three 
and a half pound*." ne doe# oot aajr how much over fifty 
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Inches It measured, and such measures usually suggest guess 
work or the “rule of thumb.” A Spring salmon of this weight 
would ordinarily not exceed forty-four Inches lu length, and 
would be “ an old racer” Indeed to go beyond fifty. It Is Inter¬ 
esting to know the extreme sizes our fishes attain, and I would 
ask your correspondent for the facts, where, when, and by whom 
caught. Sai.mo. 

[Weight of fishes Is the best to record size lu. Mr. C. 6. 
Atkins, assistant to tho U. S. Fish Commission, has furnished 
some very Interesting statistics regarding this subject, and we be¬ 
lieve that the question not only of growth, but the more Impor¬ 
tant one of how long salmon remain at sea, both ou their first and 
succeeding times of returning after spawning. Mr. Atkins has 
paid close attention to this, and we give a sample of the way he 
does it. In 1877 a female salmon of thirty-three and a half 
pounds was caught In the Penobscot. This fish bore a platinum 
tag with a number, and on referring to his note book Mr. Atkina 
found that this same flab bad been caught when ripe, In 1875, 
and bad then weighed twenty-five pounds. It bad therefore In¬ 
creased eight and a half pounds In two years. They probably 
grow slowly as they attain maturity. It Is therefore auppoeable 
(although one case proves very little) that the salmon when 
adult does not spawn every season—En.] 

Fish Culture in Maine.— There la ample evidence that the 
restoration of our shore and river fisheries to something like 
their former proportions Is only a question time. If our people 
will second the efforts of the U. 8. Flail Commission and observe 
the laws made for the protection of the fish, as it surely Is for 
their Interest to dd? There is a marked Increase this year In the 
catch of salmon, due to the stocking of the rivers with this noble 
fish, and they are likely, If allowed free access to the spawning 
grounds, and properly protected, to largely Increase In numbers 
each succedlng year. Penobscot and and Kennebec salmon are 
already well known and highly esteemed In the Boston and 
New York markets, and must even now be a source of consider¬ 
able revenue to the state. We have heretofore described In the 
Journal the taking of smelts and eels for the western markets, 
and though tons of these fish have been shipped during the sea¬ 
son the demand has exceeded the supply, as has also be^n the 
case with the alewife fishery. No more Important subject could 
engage the attentloq of the Maine legislature than the restora¬ 
tion of our fisheries, and the efforts of the national government 
In this direction should meet with a hearty co-operation.— BA- 
font Republican Journal. 

Oars. —Pembroke, Ky .—Editor Chicago Field :—In your Issue 
of June 31st, " Btrdo,” Port Royal, Tenn., complains of this pest, 
so common In southern streams. He knows how to catch them, 
and by resort to the followings he will assuredly rid himself of 
annoyance by them. It’s pretty rough on the gar, but not the 
lpss effectual. When one has been caught let a light, dry stick 
about one and a half inches In diameter by eight or ten long be 
securely tied crosswise In the gar's mouth, then thrdW him back 
into the water. Despite frantic efforts the float will serve to keep 
him near the surface of the water. Failing to relieve himself of 
the uncomfortable fixture bis garship will “cut out" diagonally 
down steam chased by all the tribe in the pool, who follow, I pre¬ 
sume, on the supposition that the leader has a good thing and 
wishes to save It. Unable to account for the exodus In a more 
satisfactory manner, I vouch for the success of the above, having 
frequently accomplished the clearing out of pools in which gars 
were so numerous and voracious as to destroy choice minnows 
with an astonishing rapidity and unflagging Industry. Warb. 


What Did We Pat Five and a Half Millions ForI —The 
treaty of Washington, art. 18, says: “The inhabitants of the 
United States shall have in common with the subjects of Her 
Britanlc Majesty, the liberty to take fish of every kind, except 
shellfish,on the seacoasts and shores,and In the bays, harbors and 
creeks of the provinces of Quebec, Nova Scotia and New Bruns¬ 
wick, and the colony of Prince Edward's Island,and of the several 
islands thereto adjacent, without being restricted to sny dis¬ 
tance from tbe shore,with permission to land upon the said coasts, 
shores and Islands, and also of the Magdalen Islands, for the pur¬ 
pose of drying their nets and curing their fish.” 

The schooner Cadet, of Gloucester, recently went down to Cape 
Breton Island to catch squid for halt, but the natives have a way 
of their own to Interpret treaties, and the Cadet was violently 
driven off. Perhaps we have had our five millions five hundred 
thousand dollars worth already, and the Cape Breton people 
know It! We wish Secretary Evarts would ask Lord Salisbury 
just how this is 

Towbd bt a Devil Fish. —While Mr. Henry May was out 
fishing with a party, on Thursday morning, near Fort Ripley, In 
the yscht Uncle Peter, and the vessel was lying at anchor, all of 
a sudden, without apparent cause, she started off at a frightful 
speed. The cause, however, was soon explained by a huge devil 
fish rtslDg to the surface of the. water, with the anchor rope 
fastened to one of Its (Ins. A small negro fishing boat was soon 
caught, too, by Its anchor rope being entangled with that of tbe 
Uncle Peter. The fish then went straight for Fort Ripley with 
both boats, but as soon as he would get near the shoal water he 
would shy off again and make for the channel. Tbe negro boat 
soon cut loose, but the Uncle Peter was carried twice round Fort, 
Ripley, and It was nearly an hour before the devil fish finally let 
go. Tbe anchor rope was found covered with a thick slime 
which could not be removed. There was no harpoon on board 
the Uncle Peter, otherwise tbe namesake of his sable majesty 
might have paid dearly for his prank .—Charleston News and 
Courier. _ 

Curious Capture of a Monster Lobster. —Some fishermen 
at the Bridges of Ross, near Loop Head, on the west coast of Ire 
land, while fishing with a spllllard last week, captured an exceed¬ 
ingly large lobster, wetghlug alive, 51bs. 9oz., and measuring 
34fln. from tall to tip of daw. It appears the men were taking 
up tbelr line, which had been previously laid for other fish, when 
they pulled In this huge monster; at once they saw that he was 
entangled In the line, but, curious to know bow he came thore, 
they examined further, and then found that ho bad actually at¬ 
tacked a small dogfish, and bitten It nearly In half, showing that 
there must have been a regular struggle, as both the fish and the 
lobster were so entangled that tbe escape of the latter was al¬ 
most Impossible. The men say they oever before knew of a 
lobster attacking a live fish, and cannot attribute any cause to 
the circumstances. They are also of the opinion that thtt mon¬ 
ster could not have entered any of tbe lobster pots In their dis¬ 
trict.— London Country. 


Curious Death or a Bird,— About twenty feet from my study 
window, stands a small tree In which two chipping sparrows 
[ SpiseUa moaMeofa] were building their nest. The third morning 
after they had began, when their nest was finished all but lining, 
a most curious accident happened to tbe male. Chancing to pass 
by the window, I saw him hanging about six Inches below the 
neat by his neck and apparently dead; on a closer examination I 
found this to be tbe fart. Tbe manner of bis death was as fol¬ 
low; About his neck was one end of a long boras-hair, tied In a 
slip knot, the hair was about two feet long, and about one foot 


of It was woven Into the nest. It was very windy at the time, 
and I think It probable that the wind blew the hair around his 
neck, and that In his struggles to extricate himself he tied the 
knot, and then fell from the tree.—W. B. Cadt, in Science News. 

Another Fishery Question. —According to news from 
trusted sources, negotiations have been opened between the gov¬ 
ernment of Russia, and that of the United States, concerning the 
right of the fishermen of tbe last named country to carry on 
fishing upon the Pacific shore of Siberia. Tbe Russian fisher¬ 
men frequently complain that the fishermen of San Francisco do 
great damage to them. Tbe Russian government at first Intended 
to send a steamer to the Pacific Ocean, with the duty of looking 
after the Interest of Russian fishermen, In other words, of pre¬ 
venting any American fishing vessel from Interfering with tbe 
fishing of the Russians; but as such a measure might create 
trouble between the two powers. Prince Gortchakoff asked the 
government of the United States, to Indicate the conditions on 
which the citizens of that couutry could properly exercise the 
right to fish upon the Siberian coast.— SI. Petersburg Herald. 

Black Bash Fishing in Maine. —Lewiston, Me .—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field :—Black bass fishing at Cobboeseecontee lake, Wln- 
throp, Me., is the beet it has ever been, and tbe abundance now 
being taken show the wisdom of protecting laws. The first bass 
were put Into these waters ten years ago this season, and now 
one can enjoy a good day’s sport between July and April 1,— 
tbe close months being April, May and June. Several Auburn 
gentlemen visited the lake July 10, and caught forty-four bass; 
eight caught by one gentleman weighed twenty pounds, and three 
weighed ten pounds; five-pound bass are frequently taken. This 
lake Is now vUlted by parties from all sections of New England, 
and hardly a day passes but one or more parties are out.

Artificial Crawfish Brebdino. —In the flehcultural estab¬ 
lishment at Schwerin, writes “N. Fr. Pr.," great numbers of 
crawfish are reared. There are two round ponds of six feet lu 
diameter near together, aDd In the spring of the year female craw¬ 
fish with eggs are placed in the pond, and for each one a hole or 
lodging place Is provided. At the end of November the ponds 
are drawn off and the young ones separated from the parents. 
By this drawing off It was found that out of 700 crawfish only 
three or four were crawling on the bottom,while of the remainder 
each one was In Its own dwelling .—From the Fiechcri Zeitung , 
Stettin, Germany. 

Small Fry. 


—The Belfast, Me., IlepMiran Journal has the following 
Items concerning the menhaden and mackerel fisheries: 

The menhaden steamers are late In making tbelr appearance 
In Penobscot Bay. That fish is reported to be very scarce this 
season. 

The menhaden fishery on this coast Is reported to be a failure 
thus far. Heretofore a large portion of the catch was taken 
prior to this date. The steamers, after cruising from Cape Cod 
to Mt. Desert during tbe past month, many without taking a fish, 
have gone to try their luck in southern waters. But one steamer 
has visited this port this season. 

The disappearance of menhaden on the coast at this season Is 
a great mystery. Nobody can account for It. 

Mackerel fishing on the eonth-east coast of Cape Breton is a 
failure. A good catch Is being secured on the western coast, 
especially at Poiut Mtcbaux. The catch of codfish Is fair. Thus 
far tbe catch Is better in Lardlse bay than for years. Herring 
have not struck In yet In any quantity. 

Tinker mackerel are large and plentiful in our harbor, and 
great quantities are caught dally. One morning last week a man 
caught a large number from the lower bridge. 

—The complaints of wanton destruction of fish, which have 
been made In many quarters of the country, are now re-echoed 
from the Ohio river valley where tbe vast supplies of that river 
are dwindling away every year. A correspondent of the Cincin¬ 
nati Enquirer says that all through the 8pring months—through 
May and on Into June and July, from tbe mouth of tbe Big Mi¬ 
ami to the Ohio—they perseverlngly drag their seines and Indlf- 
ferenlly scoop In millions of fish filled with eggs and on tbelr 
way to the spawning beds. Within a distance of eight miles 
down stream from tho junction of the Ohio and Miami rivers no 
less than sixteen seines are constantly worked, to say nothing of 
Innumerable small ucts and other devices. 

—The old quarrel between fishermen keeps up, each claiming 
that the others are killing off the fish. Tbe purse-netters say 
the pound nuts are destroying them, while In turn the pound 
men blame the seines, who throw It all to the gill netters, aud so 
It goes. We print two communications from New Jersey this 
week, claiming that the oil-makers arc driving tbe food-fishes 
from our shores by taking all their food. There are some very 
nice questions Involved here that require to be looked at in a 
broader manner than is usual. We are glad to have the question 
argued; our only advice Is that given to “Fisherman,” viz , keep 
the peace; two wrongs do not make a right. 

—Two Seventh-day fishermen had fine luck recently, and 
caught eighty handsome trout. Arriving home in the evening 
they bid them In a box back of a building, but on going for their 
treasures the next morning found only ten trout In the box. 
Three or four days afterward a horrible stench about the premi¬ 
ses led to an Investigation, and It was found that rats had carried 
tbe entire lot under tbe floors of tbe building.— Portland (i fe.) 
Advertiser. Verdict of the jury: Served'em right; no business 
to do anything tbatjfcey are ashamed of, and besides if you will 
go fishing on Sunday give your catch to the poor. 

—When the whale fishery failed, the Green port, N. Y. fisher¬ 
men went Into the business of fishing for menhaden, and now 
1500,000 are Invested In vessels and oil factories, and It goes on 
Increasing from year to year. When the fishing fleet comes Into 
tbe harbor of a Saturday afternoon to deliver Its countlet* mll- 
llops of “ mosabunkers,’’ as the menhadens are called, the scene 
Is one of great bustle and animation, as there Is much rivalry 
among tbe boats, some of which are powerful looking tug-abaped 
steamers, as to which makes the greatest haul. The fish la made 
Into oil and an article of manure. 

—The Watertown Dispatch says: “ We are Informed that eight 
fishermen on Pillar Point have been arrested for fishing with trap 
nets, all of whom are farmers and men of good reputation, and 
that they propose to stand trial. The complaint was made by a 
party In Cape Vlnoent.” And Ihe New York Telegram remarks: 
“ If the New York State Association for the Preservation of Fish 
and Game had spent a little time In encouraging the local clubs 
to prosecute such pnacher*,and lees In murdering tame pigeons at 
Rochester, within a year every fish anil game thief In the state 
would be fined or Imprisoned.” 

—The Canadian fishery officers have been Instructed to strictly 
enforce the provisions of tbe Fisheries act, which prohibits throw¬ 
ing overboard or leaving dead or decaying fish within any waters 
where fishing Is carried on. This is held to apply to the use of nets 
and seines and tbe capture of mackerel, whereby quantities of 
small fish are killed and thrown away and decay in the water. 


The law la held to apply to American vessels fishing within three 
miles of shore under the Washington treaty and may occasion 
serious Inconvenience to our fishermen.

—The following from the new game law of Maine will interest 
salmon fishers: 

“ Sec. 10. There shall be a close time for salmon from the 15th 
day of July of each year, to the first day of April following, 
during which no salmon shall >e taken or killed In any manner, 
under a penalty of not more than fifty nor less than ten dollars, 
and a further penalty of ten dollars for each salmon so taken or 
killed." 

—Gloucester, Maas., fishermen are very Indignant at the Inter¬ 
ference with their rights by the inhabitants of Cape Breton, who 
refuse to allow squid to be caught in their waters. These squid 
are needed for bait by tbe Bank fleet, and it la held by the fisher¬ 
men that ttnf conduct of the people in that section, and tbelr 
threats to cut up tbe seines of American fishermen, should be 
called to strict account by the authorities at Washington. 

—The “Fish Hawk” Is Intended to hawk fish, and a knowledge 
of their haunts and habits, from all parts of tbe coast to Wash¬ 
ington where tbe specimens will be kept, and the knowledge dis¬ 
tributed. 8he will mark a new era In fish-enlture, an advance¬ 
ment undreamed of ten years ago when a man would have been 
thought wild who talked of a steam-floating hatching house fitted 
also for dredging and scientific work. 

—Questions for mathematicians: If there are five and a half 
yards to a perch, how many are there In a catfish! Or, If there 
are that number of yards In a rod, how far from the handle should 
tbe reel plate be? And, If sixteen and a half feet are required to 
a pole, how many should there be In a jointed rod! Answers 
accompanied by a bouquet addressed to our brain-food editor will 
receive prompt attention. t 

—The use of maggots as food for young trout has been dis¬ 
covered by almost every fish breeder In the country. And In 
each case believed to be an original discovery We lately came 
across an old volume of the Sporting .Wagaeine of 1033, vol. 33, 
p. 42, where It Is spoken of and on page 37b are directions to 
hang up a horse's leg and let them drop. 

—A dispatch from Berlin says: “Tbe negotiations between 
Russia and tbe United States relative to the fisheries near Alaska 
have resulted in an arrangement by which the vessels of the 
United 8tates are allowed to fish in Russian waters In return for 
tbe payment of a money compensation." 

—Wc would call attention to an answer to a correspondent 
In this paper, under the proper heading, concerning the habits of 
cat-fishes. Information is wanted on this point to fill up tbe 
blank which we leave. Analogy Is not a safe guide, actual ob¬ 
servation is needed.

INDICES TIDE—(Dyspepsia.) 

The term dyspepsia Is derived from a Greek word, which 
means to digest with difficulty, or any derangement of that 
function by which tbe ailment is converted Into chyle. Indiges¬ 
tion la by no means an uncommon disease In the dog. It Is the 
common consequence of Improper feeding and neglect of exer¬ 
cise; It Is also caused from plethora or anemia, or from the stom¬ 
ach sympathizing with other organs, also from deranged ner¬ 
vous action and great bodily fatigue. 

Dyspepsia In the dog assumes various forma, and It la also the 
cause of numerous diseases. Skin diseases, fetid breath, foulness 
of the teeth, asthma, etc., are produced by It. The symptoms 
are flatulence, a dislike for wholesome food, a craving for unnat¬ 
ural articles to eat, such os wood, paper, rags, etc., alternations 
of constipation and dlarrbiea, the eyes dull and heavy, pulse 
small and soft, low spirits, want of muscular vigor, although the 
animal sometimes is extremely fat. 

The treatment la generally very simple. The dog should be 
fed sparingly three times a day of food easy of digestion, and 
should be allowed plenty of exercise. 1 would at first administer 
an emetic to clean the stomach, then give a dose of aperient 
medicine (calomel will be found tbe best In this case); then give 
a vegetable aromatic tonic. The following will be found an ex¬ 
cellent Teclpe: extract of gentian, 11) grs.; carbonate of Iron, half 
an onnee; carbonate of soda, half an ounce; oitract of 
hyoecyanus, 18 grs.; mix Into eight, sixteen, or thirty- 
two pills, according to the size of the dog, and give one 
morning and night The tonic pill of Stonehenge la also ex¬ 
cellent In cases of dyspepsia, composed aa follows: sulphate of 
quinine, one to 3 grs; extract of hemlock, 2 grs ; powdered gin¬ 
ger, 3 grs.; mix and give one morning and night. 

WORMS. 

The dog Is subject to a great variety of worms, occupying 
different situations, and producing different effects. All Uie 
various kinds met with are propagated by wi, though some, as 
tbe Ascarie tumbneoides are also viviparous, these worms are 
sometimes hatched In tbe body of the parent, so that a large worm 
may be frequently full of small ones. There are other worms 
met with In the dog besides tbe Intestinal worms, the large 
kidney worm (atrongylns glgaa) and the hydatid, which there la 
little doubt la tbe cause of tromlelde. 

I will now describe tbe peculiarities of each kind of wornf, the

Now, In England, where methods of transportation „ 
are possible, It Is quite certain that more flat* l» eaten than In 
the United States, but among the middle and lower classes, the 
same prejudice which I. found In the United SUM In regard to 
tlsb, undoubtedly exists In England. There have beeh numerous 
philanthropic efforts made In England to luduce poor people to 
eat fish, when this food was furnished at prime cost to them, I 

but without incurring any continuous consumption. ti 

" The healthfulness and economy of liah have been, we believe, f 
convincingly proved. It Is by no means Intended that fish s 
should be used entirely for dinner, but as an adjunct, and when 
very good llsh, as may be shown from our market reports, can 1 
be furnished at from « to IS cents a pound, the average being cer- « 
talnlv not over 13 cents a pound, It may readily be seen how t 
much monev can be saved by IU use. Sir Henry Thompson , 
thinks that fish could be advantageously served by a removal of > 
the bones This Is, of course, a premium put on holiness. Still I 
Sir Henry Is wise euough to see that many persons do not eat ( 
fish on account of the trouble of picking the flsh from the bones. 
There are Innumerable French dUhe* where the cook bones the i 
fish and prepares fllleU. Our baas, flounder, heron, and blue- 
fish’ allow most especially the preparation of fllleU. As to i 
sauces. Sir Ileurv repeaU what has often been said in this 
column In regard to flsh sauces. The common ’melted 
butter " we have Inveighed against. “ The flsh Itself,” says the 
article In the Nineteenth Century, “ often furnishes a sauce from 
Its own juices more appropriate than some of the complicated and 
not very digestible mixtures prepared by the cook. Thus,uielted 
butter which is regarded as essentially an English sauce, when 
Intended to accompany fish, should not be, as it almost Invariably 
Is a careless compound of butter, flour, and water ; hut in place 
of the last-named Ingredient, there should be a concentrated liq¬ 
uor made from the trimmings of the flsh ilself, with the addition 
of a few drops of lemon juice, and strengthened, if necessary, 
from other sources, as from shell-flsh of Borne kind. Tims an 
every-day sauce of wholesome and agreeable quality Is easily 
made- It finds iu highest expression In that admirable dish, the 
sole with sauce au vln blanc of the French, or as associated with 
shell-fish iu the sole a la Normande. Some flsh furnish their 
own sauce In a still simpler manner, of which an illustration no 
less striking Is at hand lu the easiest, but best mode of cooking 
a red mullet, via.; baking It and securing the gravy of delicious 
flavor, which Issues abundantly from the flsh, chiefly from the 
liver, as Its only sauce. 

" In giving the menus of two or three very good dinners In the 
household column, it must have been quite evident that, when 
properly prepared, fish offer the fu lest opportunities for the skill 
of a cook. The Introduction of a clear flsh soup at one of these 
dinners was as excellent as it was novel. This potage a la Lady 
Morgan no doubt Sir Henry would have appreciated. Now, 
without expecting that In private, families the same delicacy of 
handling would be maulfest, there Is really nothing very difficult 
in the preparation ol such a flsh soup. Practically, as to cost, 
the expense would not have been greater than had a shin-bone 
or the other m«at Ingredients been used for the making of a 
bouillon. Excellent flsh, not costing more than six to eight 
cents, could be used. When we have bad occasion to describe 
flsh dinners, we have always made It a point to Insist that there 
should be at least one dish of meat on the menu. This is what 
Sir Henry writes on this subject: “The flsh dinner, also an occa¬ 
sional departure from dally routine, Is acceptable, and gratifies 
the taste for that delicate and pleasant food, In considerable 
variety. * * * It Is a curious fact that the traditional bacon 

and beans, which appear toward the close of a Greenwich white- 
bait dinner, should afford another Illustration of undesigned com¬ 
pliance with the natural law referred to at the outset, the bacon 
furnishing the complimentary fat to supply lu noUble absence

Purse Nets Versus Moss Hunkers.

Emtoh Cbicaoo Field; —In your Issue of July 19 I noticed 
in your fl.h and fishing department, two very Important com mm 
ideations, that one who has devoted considerable time to the 
preservation and protection of flsh cannot fall to pass by without 

*°The first article taken from the Newark Advertiser, under the 
heading of “The Menhaden Fisheries,’’ which, should any one 
either a protectionist or one Interested In that Invigorating and 
exciting spurt of blue Ashing, read carefully, scarcely needs any 
comment. A careful perusal and a few momenta consideration 
will couvioce the most skeptical of what the result will be, If not 
soon checked. Think of ltl 1,300,000 moss bunkers taken by 
mu vessel in owe week, forty steamers and a large number of saiilDg 
vessels employed, and still Increasing in numbers, size »<»» de¬ 
structive engines to exterminate them. The principal food of 
the blue-flsb—already we are beginning to feel the effects along our 
shores. Ask any denizen of our coaat and they wit! Infonn you 
that the more bunkers there are the more plentiful the blue-flah, 
In any favorable weather you will find. Now.ec* vessels with the r 
equipment of men and putse nets ready to wipe out the schools 
of menbaden driven near our beaches by the former tt»h, for the 
purpose of surrounding them to satisfy their voracious appetite, 
and after repeated attempt®, to be met with the same result, and 
Anally terminate In their (the blue-fish) seeking other waters In 
search of food. 

The decrease in the moss hunker may not be perceptible now, 
but can anyone fail to be impressed with the consequence If al- 
lowed to continue a few years longer! 

Again, Immediately following this article appears a careful 
research by the U. 8. Fish Commission, which, If not advocating 
purse net fishing, certainly does not condemn It In mackerel fis t- 
lug. Admitting their superiority In Ichthyology, for, they should 
know what Is best to promote and Increase our fishing Interests, 
yet, to one who has watched carefully the effects of this modern 
infernal contrivance for the extermination of whole schools of 
flsh at one swoop, I think it needs some limit. 

A movement was started last Winter In the Bbapeof a petition 
to Congress,and secured the signatures of nearly all In our vicin¬ 
ity, not directly or Indirectly connected with the BbIi factories, 
and I feel satisfied would have been successful If properly carried 
out. With all due respect to our worthy commission. Iloa.

The Urlndle in the Susquehanna. 

The grlndle, bow-flu, dog-fish or lake lawyer, as It Is variously 
called, la plentifully found lu the great lakes,the Mississippi basin, 
and the streams of the Atlantic slope lying south of Virginia. 

In DeKay’s “Fishes of New York,” p. 370, this foot note oc¬ 
curs: " ‘ From various but Imperfect reports, I have reason to 
believe that this species (Amia calm) la also found In Pennsyl¬ 
vania (8ch»pff, Beobachtungen, U. S. W., vol. 8, p 174). 8ch.*pff 
doubtless alludes to the occidentalie." 

Of Its range DeKay merely says: “ This species Is found lu 
Lakes Erie aud Ontario, but I have not met with It." 

A recent note In the American Xaturalist says: “ We have re¬ 
ceived a letter from Jacob Stauffer, of Lancaster,.Pa., In which 
he states that a specimen of Amia calva has recently been taken 
In the Susquehanna river, below Safe Harbor, and Is now pre¬ 
served In the Linntean 8oclety of Lancaster. --This is the first 
definite account of the existence of this species In the Susque¬ 
hanna, though as pointed out by Mr. Stauffer, DeKay had sus¬ 
pected It. Mr. Stauffer calls attention to the pouch enclosed be¬ 
tween the sub-lingual bone and the throat of thla flsh, which has 
been little or not at all noticed by writers.” 

It Is evident that DeKay has been Interpreted to mean that no 
Amia was In the Susquehanna. The fatAl^Jhat DeKay was not 
familiar with thla flsh, for there Is but one species, and he de- 
scribed his supposed new species, A. oeddentalis , from an old 
dried specimen. A. ralva had before been described by Unuivus, 

I and no less than twelve other species have beeu described by others 
who thought they had found characters distinct enough to found 
a new species upoo, but which later Investigators only admit to 
be Individual differences Insufficient to be ranked as specific. 

1 Read In this light, it is evident that DeKay knew of the fact that 
Scbtepff bad described an Amia from Pennsylvania, but his only 
, question was,which species of this genua it was. Now that but 
p one species Is known, it Is fair to presume that It has only been 
! re-discovered. _

Editor Chicago Field :-I have just read your article on 
the hellbender, or “ Curvature of Gebeuua,” In connection with 
my letter. Additionally I may add that the ’bender lays eggs In 
a string, like beads, and selects some quiet plsce to deposit them. 

I never saw a 'bender less than four inches lu length, and the 
wldest'inqulry has not discovered anyone who ever saw a smaller 
one. The largest I ever saw was two feet In length, and to give 
the unscientific reader a good idea, I will say that ordinarily they 
are as big ss s good sized brook-trout, and a vast deal uglier. 

Their range Is wider than yon would think for. The tribu¬ 
taries of the Alleghany, Monongahela and Ohio rivere have them 
lit varying numbers. The best place to catch them In a small 
stream, Is just below an old dam, and Just after a freshet, while 
the water is yet muddy. They will Uke a worm hut prefer flslt. 

It Is not uncommon for an angler to lose bis “string ” of flsh, and 
to discover them In possession of thla nasty beast, which Is en¬ 
gaged In eating them from tall to head. 

They have the open countenance of the catfish, only more so, 
and when dangling in mid air give themselves those stupid, 
muscular, suggesting side to side flops, while with a mouth open 
twice as wide as their own heads, they mutely ask only to be al¬ 
lowed to crawl back again. 

They are not often caught In nets, but every taut-line baited 
with flsh Is liable to get many on. The writer remembers having 
an Interest In such a line loug ago where the 'bender waa com¬ 
mon. Going out In a boat early In the morning, my parltier 
raising the Hoe while I rowed, the first hook had on a rneno alle, 
which was snapped off over the edge of the craft, the next and 
the next, and so on for eleven books, when up came a good sited 
catfish. "What are you doing here I” remarked my companion. 
“ We are Ashing for alligators,”* aud over the cattle went. 

The bite of a 'gator on a hook la very like a catfish's way of 
doing—namely, to swallow the hook and wait for developments. 

Oat of the water It has none of the active ways of the flsh; 
no quick flapping and slapping around, and open-mouthed gasp¬ 
ing, hut a muscular squirming like that of an eel. 

In regard to eating them your remarks In respect to the bog 
are good. But a man must draw the line somewhere, and at 
'gators Is my limit. I Save a prejudice against eating them, and 
admit the soft Impeachment, just as I havs a prejudice against 
serving up a stray child caught lo the back yard,or lu the apple-tree 

There Is no reason that I know of outside of prejudice, why a 
man should not eat them, nor on the same plane of reasoning do 
I krow why people should not eat rats grasshoppers, earth-worms 
and the like. People do eat them, bat they are of that class which 
do not read the Cutoaoo Field. It Is not likely that I will

Editor Cbicaoo Field:— On several parts of our coast a lot 
of privates from Maine have put up factories and are skinning 
our waters of menhaden, to make Into oil. These menhaden of 
themselves are of little use to us, but they are the food that 
brings the blue fish and other valuable fishes to our shores, and 
when their food falls they will seek other waters. Now we fish¬ 
ermen have talked this matter over, and considered how we will 
get rid of these nuisances. It seems too bad to bate foreigners 
come to our shores and skin them of flsh. Some tell us that we 
must have a law passed to remedy this, and others t hat we can 
do nothing. If it is true that there is no law to cover the case, 
then our only remedy will be to mount canuon and make It warm 
for them when they come. . ^ , 

I have not consulted a lawyer on this subject, but If the law 
does not give us our rights we must fight for them. I have heard 
that the Cbicaoo Field was the great flsh paper, and so have 
concluded to state our grievances In It and see If a remedy can 
be suggested. How is the law about fishing within three miles 
of our coastl It seems to me that this covers It.

[Our view of the case is, that If you erect cannon on the 
beach you had best take great care that they are never loaded 
and fired off, or it may be “ made »arm* for some one elae. You 
make an error In classlug men from Maine as foreigners, and 
the law about fishing within three miles of our coast, If that Is 
the law, means the coast of the United States. How far the 
catching of the menhaden for making oil Interferes with the food 
of valuable fishes, we are not prepared to aay, but it you will ex¬ 
amine this question you will find that you cannot prevent fisher¬ 
men from other states, from landing on what you are pleased to 
term our coast In the sense of New Jersey’s coast. The United 
States builds light-houses and algnal stations even up the rivere, 
aud controls all mall routes and much navigation. 

Owners of land on the beach can decline to allow oil factories 
to be erected on their lands, but our advice for you la to think 
long and profoundly .before resorting to any acta of violence, 
which will only recoil on your own heads. If you ttud that ex¬ 
isting laws are working Injury to your Interests, get all the facts 
In shape aud try to alter those laws.—E d.) 


Fish Notes From the Pacific Coast.— Several fine carp were 
caught recently In Sonoma creek, one of which weighed nearly 
eight pounds. They are said to bite like a trout, aud to make a 
good fight. Young catfish which were placed In Clear lake, Lake 
county, last fall, and which at that time measured from one to 
three'inches In length, are found to have grown rapidly ; some 
have been caught within a few weeks that measured ten Inches. 
Sturgeon fishing or spearing Is being pursued extensively, ss re¬ 
ported, In the Mokelumne river, at Athearn’s ford. It Is a quite 
frequent occurrence to capture specimens weighing from fifty to 
one hundred pounds. 

The young trout with which the streams of Santa Cruz county 
have been stocked are natives, coming from the McCloud river. 
This species Is regarded as the most vigorous, and frequently 
attains the weight of five pounds. It Is said to have a growth of 
ten Inches in one year. It la reported that the commljsloners In 
charge of the Yo Semite valley,have decided to plant the McCloud 
river trout, lu the streams of the Yo 8emlte reservation. The 
experiments with the brook trout of the Atlantic states lu the 
streams of the coast range, have not been satisfactory: this is 
owing, quite likely, to two causes; first, too high a mean tem¬ 
perature In the waters of said streams; aud second, through the 
Impurities they contain,which must be especially obnoxious to so 
dainty a fish during the Fall months when the streams are low, 
muddy aud warm, and the water flavored more or less by the 
bituminous shales, through, or over which they frequently flow, 
and out of which ooze numerous small springs, often covered 
with an oily slime dr scum. Experiments with eastern trout are 
much more likely to meet with success In the loftier regions of 
the Sierra Nevada, lu the clear cold waters of a granitic forma¬ 
tion, nearer the line of almost perpetual snow. 

Santa Cruz fishermen sometimes catch a few mackerel and shad 
In the neighboring waters of the bay. The former are a native, 
the latter an Introduced fish, but yet scarce. For some reason 
the mackerel do not strike lu toward the shore to any considera¬ 
ble extent. In consequence of this, the few that are sent to the 
San Francisco market are sold at fancy prices. 

Salmou commenced running In Puget Sound about the 25th of 
March.— Robt.

After dinner on board ship, one of our party, with two men, 
taking harpoons and lines, got Into the dingy and started for 
some sharks not far off. The harpoon waa soon thrown with 
telling effect. The victim proved to be a porpoise Instead of a 
shark. They struck him not more than twenty rods from the 
schooner, but In ten minutes both boat and porpoise were half a 
mile away. There were three hundred feet of line attached to 
the harpoon, and this was let out as necesatty demanded. The 
monster would dive, but being an air breather waa obliged to 
coote to the surface every few momenta. At auch times they 
occasionally got him near enough the boat to hit him with an axe, 
but apparently with little effect Being afraid of loatng him, 
another harpoon (carrying three hundred feel of line),waa driven 
Into hla aide. Btlll be seemed as vigorous as ever. Signals were 
made for a rifle; thla waa sent to the scene of the conflict by 
another email boat; and four ballets were fired Into the animal, 
hot they failed to kill. For two bouri and a half the chase was 
kept up. At times he went through the water with terrific speed. 
They traversed at least tea miles, sad I expected more than once 
to aee the boat awemped. Bat fate waa against the porpoise 
Hla blood waa pouring In stream! from all wounds. He was evi¬ 
dently getting weaker, and toward the last swam close by the 
Rom bud, making for the land. Wbeo a tew rods from shore he 
gave one tremendous groan, and expired. A about of triumph 
went up from the party. He waa towed to the beech, and a care¬ 
ful measurement showed Mm to be nine feet four Inebee In clr- 


An Enolish Fish Market.— You may see a dozen pictures In 
a day If you set yourself to study this Hastings flsh market— 
joyous, moving, rollicking, as the case may be, for the existence 
of these travailleurs de la mer Is mixed tragedy and comedy, 
poetry and prose, as the great Freuch poet has portrayed It, and 
the dark threads, as In most tisanes of human life, prevail over 
the bright ones. At best the fisherman’s career la one of hard¬ 
ship and prepaid toll, and In bad seasons he Is exposed to all 
kinds of privations; In fact, the harvest of the seals as uncertain 
as that of the land, and Just aa a bad harvest puts the farmer 
Into straits, a poor mackerel or herring season reduces the fish¬ 
erman to temporary want. When the times mend, he eats, 
drinks, and makes merry as well aa any one, but he does not lav 
by for the rainy day that cornea so often, and, aa naturally hap¬ 
pens, Is unprovided for In old age. The life of the fisherman Is 
much as It was lu old days. A curious feature In the fishing 
trade here la the method of selling flsh by Dutch auction, 
peculiar, I believe, to Hastings. A heap of flsh la shot down on 
the beach, the teller names bis price, then gradually lowers It 
till some one cries, “I will have It," whereupon the bargain la 
at once concluded. A Dutch auction la an animated scene, and 
opoo such occasions aa these the fishermen In tbelr huge top- 
boots, oilskin petticoats and slouch hits, are to be studied to the 
best advantage. From early times the Hastings flsberies have 
been esteemed of Importance, and eo far back aa 1636 a petition 
was addressed to Charles L for a grant to make a haven at 
Haattnga, "In consequence of the great decay of their pier, the 
danger of lla being carried away by storms, aud the loea of their 
fishing trade thereby," Nothing, however, was done. Trtcos 
of the pier mentioned In the petition, and which waa constructed 
In tbs reign of Kllxsbeth, are still to be seen at low tide opposite 
the fish market. The Importance of the Haattnga flsberies 
Is mncb diminishing et the present time, end Rye Is now by 
far the moat considerable harbor and aeet of the fishing trade In 
these parts. Year by year, therefore, we may expect lo see thla 
last characteristic of old Hastings diminish also —Good Words. 


Size aud Growth of Panoasoor Salmon —ffdt/or Chicago 
ndd.— Your correspondent "a Q. D.," 1 In a late Issue records 
the longest salmon from the Penobscot river as follows: It 
I measured over fifty Inebee lu length and weighed thirty-three 
I and a half pounds." He dost not aey bow much over fifty 
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Inches It measured, and such measures usually suggest guess 
work or the “rule ot thumb.” A Spring salmon of this weight 
would ordinarily not exceed forty-four Inches In length, and 
would be “ an old racer” Indeed to go beyond Hfty. It Is Inter 
estlng to know the extreme sixes our fishes attain, and I would 
ask your correspondent for the facta, where, when, and by whom 
caught.

[Weight of fishes Is the best to record size In. Mr. C. G. 
Atkins, assistant to the U. 8. Fish Commission, has furnished 
some very interesting statistics regarding this subject, and we be¬ 
lieve that the question not only of growth, but the more Impor¬ 
tant one of bow long salmon remain at sea, both on their first and 
succeeding times of returning after spawning. Mr. Atkins has 
paid dose attention to this, and we give a sample of the way be 
does It. In 1877 a female salmon of thirty-three and a half 
pounds was caught In the Penobscot. This fish bore a platinum 
tag with a number, and on referring to bis note book Mr. Atkina 
found that this same fish had been caught when ripe, In 1875, 
and had then weighed twenty-five pounds. It had therefore In¬ 
creased right and a half pounds In two years. They probably 
grow slowly ss they attain maturity. It la therefore suppoeable 
(although one case proves very little) that the salmon when 
adult does not spawn every season—E d.] 

Fish Culture iia Maine. —There la ample evidence that the 
restoration of our shore and river fisheries to something like 
their former proportions Is only a question time, If our people 
will second the efforts of the U. 8. Fish Commission and observe 
the laws made for the protection of the fish, as it surely la for 
their Interest to do. There is a markeil Increase this year In the 
catch of salmon, due to the stocking of the rivers with this noble 
fish, and they are likely, if allowed free access to the spawning 
grounds, and properly protected, to largely increase In numbers 
each auccedlng year. Penobscot and and Kennebec salmon are 
already well known and highly esteemed In the Boston and 
New York markets, and must eveu now be a source of consider¬ 
able revenue to the state. We have heretofore described In the 
Journal the taking of smelts and eels for the western markets, 
aod though tons of these fish have been shipped during the sea¬ 
son the demand has exceeded the Bupply, as has also he^n the 
case with the alewlfe fishery. No more Important subject could 
engage the attentloq of the Maine legislature than the restora¬ 
tion of our fisheries, and the efforts of the national government 
In this direction should meet with a hearty co-operation.— Bel¬ 
fast Republican Journal. 

Gabs. —Pembroke, Ky.— Editor Chicago Field: —In your Issue 
of June 21st, “ Blrdo,” Port Royal, Tenn., complains of this pest, 
so common In southern streams. He knows how to catch them, 
and by resort to the following, he will assuredly rid himself of 
annoyance by them. It's pretty rough on the gar, but not the 
less effectual. When one has been caught let a light, dry stick 
about one and a half inches In diameter by eight or ten long be 
securely tied crosswise In the gar’s month, then thriftr him back 
Into the water. Despite frantic efforts the float will serve to keep 
him near the surface of the water. Falling to relieve himself of 
the uncomfortable fixture his garship will “cut out” diagonally 
down steam chased by all the tribe lu the pool, who follow, I pre¬ 
sume, on the supposition that the leader has a good thing and 
wishes to save It. Unable to account for the exodus In a more 
satisfactory manner, I vouch for the success of the above, having 
frequently accomplished the clearing out of pools In which gars 
were so uumerous and voracious as to destroy choice minnows 
with an astonishing rapidity and unflagging Industry. Wake. 

What Did We Pat Five amd a Half Millions Fob! —The 
treaty of Washington, art. 18, says: “The Inhabitants of the 
United States shall have In common with the subjects of Her 
Brltanlc Majesty, the liberty to take fish of every kind, except 
shellfish,on the seacoasts and shores,and In the bayB, harbors and 
creeks of the provinces of Quebec, Nova Scotia and New Bruns¬ 
wick, and the colony of Prince Edward’s Island,and of the several 
Islands thereto adjacent, without being restricted to any dis¬ 
tance from the shore,with permission to land upon the said coasts, 
shores and Islands, anil also of the Magdalen Islands, for the pur¬ 
pose of drying their nets and curing their fish.” 

The seboouer Cadet, of Gloucester, recently went down to Cape 
Breton Island to catch squid for bait, but the natives have a way 
of their own to Interpret treaties, and the Cadet was violently 
driven off. Perhaps we have bad our five millions five hundred 
thousand dollars woi-th already, and the Cape Breton people 
know It!

Towbd bt a Devil Fish. —While Mr. Henry May was out 
fishing with a party, on Thursday momlng, near Fort Ripley, In 
the yacht Uncle Peter, and the vessel was lying at anchor, all of 
a sudden, without apparent cause, she started off at a frightful 
speed. The cause, however, was soon explained by a huge devil 
fish rising to the surface of the. water, with the anchor rope 
fastened to one of Its fins. A small negro fishing boat was soon 
caught, too, by Its anchor rope being entangled with that of the 
Uncle Peter. The fish then went straight for Fort Ripley with 
both boats, but as soon as he would get near the shoal water he 
would shy off again and make for the channel. The negro boat 
soon cut loose, but the Uncle Peter was carried twice round Fort 
Ripley, and It was nearly an hour before the devil fish finally let 
go. The anchor rope was found covered with a thick slime 
which could not bo removed. There was no harpoon on board 
the Uncle Peter, otherwise the namesake of his sable majesty 
might have paid dearly for his prank.— Charleston Nem and 
Courier. ___ 

Curious Capture or a Monster Lobster. —Some fishermen 
at the Bridges of Ross, near Loop Head, on the west coast of Ire 
land, while fishing with a epi 111ard last week, captured an exceed¬ 
ingly large lobster, weighing alive, 5)bs. ftoz., and measuring 
a^ln. from tall to tip of claw. It appears the men were taking 
up their line, which had been previously laid for other fish, when 
they pulled In this huge monster; at once they saw that he was 
entangled In the line, but, curious to know bow he came there, 
they examined further, aud then found that he bad actually at¬ 
tacked a small dogfish, and bitten It uearly In half, showing that 
there must have been a regular struggle, as both the fish and the 
lobster were so entangled that the escape of the latter was al¬ 
most Impossible. The men say they never before knew of a 
lobster attacking a live fish, aod cannot attribute auy cause to 
the clrcumataoces. They are also of the opinion that this mon¬ 
ster could not have entered any of the lobster pots In their dis¬ 
trict.— London Country. 


Curious Death or a Bird. —About twenty feet from my study 
window, stands a small tree In which two chipping sparrows 
[SpUetla monl(cota) were building their nest. The third morning 
after they had began, when their neat was finished all but lining, 
a moat curious accident happened to the male. Chancing to pass 
by the window, I saw him hanging about tlx Inches below the 
nest by bit neck and apparently dead; on a closer examination I 
found tbit to be the fact. The manner of bla death wet ss fol¬ 
low ; About his neck was one end of a long home-hair, tied In a 
slip knot, the hair was about two feet long, and about one foot 


of It was woven Into the nest. It was very windy at the time, 
and I think It probable that the wind blew the hair around his 
neck, and that In his struggles to extricate himself bo tied the 
knot, and then fell from the tree. — W. B. Cady, in Science A’wi. 

Another Fishery Question. —According to news from 
trusted sources, negotiations have been opened between the gov¬ 
ernment of Russia, and that of the United 8tates, concerning the 
right of the fishermen of the last named country to carry on 
fishing upou the Pacific shore of Siberia. The Russian fisher¬ 
men frequently complain that the fishermen of San Francisco do 
great damage to them. The Russian government at first Intended 
to send a steamer to the Pacific Ocean, with the duty of looking 
after the Interest of Russian fishermen, In other words, of pre¬ 
venting any American fishing vessel from Interfering with the 
fishing ot the Russians; but as such a measure might create 
trouble between the two powers, Prince Gortcbakoff asked the 
government ot. the United States, to Indicate the conditions on 
which the citizens of that country could properly exercise the 
right to fish upon the Siberian coast.— St. Petersburg Herald. 

Black Ba9s Fishing in Maine. —Lewiston, Me .—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field :—Black bass fishing at Cobbosscecontee lake, Wln- 
throp, Me., is the best It has ever been,. and the abundance now 
being taken show the wisdom of protecting laws. The first bass 
were put into these waters ten years ago this season, and now 
ono-cao enjoy a good day's sport between July and April 1,— 
the close months being April, May and June. Several Auburn 
gentlemen visited the lake July 10, and caught lorty-four bass; 
eight, caught by one gentleman weighed twenty pounds, and three 
weighed ten pounds; five-pound bass are frequently taken. This 
lake Is now visited by parties from all sections of New England, 
and hardly a day passes but one or more parties are out.

Artificial Crawfish Breeding. —In the tlsbcultural estab¬ 
lishment at Schwerin, writes “N. Fr. Pr.," great numbers of 
crawfish are reared There are two round ponds of six feet In 
diameter near together, and In the spring of the year female craw¬ 
fish with eggs are placed In the pond, and for each one a hole or 
lodging place Is provided. At the end of November the ponds 
are drawn off and the young ones separated from the parents. 
By this drawing off it was found that out of 700 crawfish only 
three or four were crawling on the bottom,while of the remainder 
each one was In Its own dwelling .—From the Fiecheri Zeitnng, 
Stettin, Qtrmany.

—The Belfast, Me., Republican Journal has the following 
Items concerning the menhaden and mackerel fisheries: 

The menhaden steamers are late in making their appearance 
In Penobscot Bay. That fish Is reported to be very scarce this 
season. 

The menhaden fishery on this coast is reported to be a failure 
thus far. Heretofore a large portion of the catch was taken 
prior to this date. The steamers, after cruising from Cape Cod 
to Mt. Desert during the past mouth, many without, taking a fish, 
have gone to try their luck In southern waters. But one steamer 
has visited this port this season. 

The disappearance of menhaden on the coast at this season Is 
a great mystery. Nobody can account for It. 

Mackerel fishing on the sonth-east coast of Cape Breton Is a 
failure. A good catch Is being secured on the western coast, 
especially at Point Mlchaux. Ttm/catch of codfish Is fair. Thus 
far the catch Is better In Landfee bay than for years. Herring 
have not struck In yet In any'quauUty. 

Tinker mackerel are large and plentiful In our harbor, and 
great quantities are caught dally. One morning last week a man 
caught a large number from the lower bridge. 

—The complaints of wanton destruction of fish, which have 
been made In many quarters of the couotry, are now re-echoed 
from the Ohio river valley where the vast supplies of that river 
are dwindling away every year. A correspondent of the Cincin¬ 
nati Enquirer says that all through the Spring months—through 
May and on Into June and July, from the mouth of the Big Mi¬ 
ami to the Ohio—they perseverlngly drag their seines and Indif¬ 
ferently scoop In millions of fish filled with eggs and on their 
way to the spawning beds. Within a distance of eight miles 
down stream from the junction of the Ohio and Miami rivers no 
less than sixteen seines are constantly worked, to say nothing of 
Innumerable small uets and other devices. 

—The old quarrel between fishermen keeps up, each claiming 
that the others are killing off the fish. The pursc-netters say 
the pound nets are destroying them, while In turn the pound 
men blame the seines, who throw It all to the gill netters, and so 
It goes. We print two communications from New Jersey this 
week, claiming that the oil-makers are driving the food-fishes 
from our shores by taking all their food. There are some very 
nice questions Involved here that require to be looked at In a 
broader manner than Is U'ual. We are glad to have the question 
argued; our only advice Is that given to “Fisherman," vie , keep 
the peace; two wrongs do not make a right. 

—Two Seventh-day fishermen had fine luck recently, and 
caught eighty handsome trout. Arriving borne In the evening 
they hid them In a box back of a building, but on going for tbelr 
treasures the next morning found only ten trout In the box. 
Three or four days afterward a horrible atehch about the premi¬ 
ses led to an Investigation, and It was found that rats had carried 
the entire lot under the floors of the building.— Portland (Me.) 
Advertiser. Verdict of the jury: 8erved’em right; no business 
to do anything that they are ashamed of, and besides If you will 
go fishing on Sunday give your catch to the poor. 

—When the whale fishery failed, the Greenport, N. Y. fisher¬ 
men went Into the business of fishing for menhaden, and now 
1500,000 are Invested In vessels and oil factories, and It goes on 
Increasing from year to year. When the fishing fleet comes Into 
the harbor ot a Saturday afternoon to deliver Its countless mil¬ 
lions of “ mussbunkers,’’ as the menhadens are called, the scene 
Is one of great bustle and animation, as there Is much rivalry 
among the boats, some of which are powerful looking tug-shaped 
steamers, at to which makes the greatest haul. The fish la made 
Into oil and an article of manure. 

—The Watertown Dispatch says: “ We are informed that eight 
fishermen on Pillar Point have been arrested for fishing with trap 
nets, all of whom are farmers and men of good repntatlon, and 
that they propose to stand trial. The complaint was made by a 
party In Cape Vincent." And ihe New York Telegram remarks: 
“If the New York Bute Association for the Preservation of Fish 
and Game had spent a little time In encouraging the local clubs 
to prosecute such poachers,and lees In murdering tame pigeons at 
Rochester, within a year every fish and game thief In the state 
would be fined or Imprisoned.” 

—The Canadian fishery officers have been Instructed to strictly 
enforce the provisions or the Fisheries act, which prohibits throw¬ 
ing overboard or leaving dead or decaying fish within any waters 
where fishing la carried on. This la held to apply to the use of nets 
and seines and the capture of mackerel, whereby quantities ot 
small fish are killed and thrown away and docay In the water. 


The law Is held to apply to American vessels fishing within three 
miles of shore under the Washington treaty aud may occasion 
serious Inconvenience to our fishermen.

—The following from the new game law of Maine will Interest 
salmon fishers: 

“ Sec. 10. There shall be a close time for salmon from the 15th 
day of July of each year, to the first day of April following, 
during which no salmon shall %c taken or killed in any manner, 
under a penalty of not more than fifty uor leas than ten dollars, 
and a further penalty of ten dollars for each salmon bo taken or 
killed." 

—Gloucester, Mass., fishermen are very Indignant at the Inter¬ 
ference with their rights by the Inhabitants of Cape Breton, who 
refuse to allow st)uld to be caught in their waters. These squid 
are needed for bait by the Bank fleet, and It is held by the fisher¬ 
men that the conduct ot the people In that section, and their 
threats to cut up the seines of Amerlcau fishermen, should be 
called to strict accouut by the authorities at Washington. 

—The “Fish Hawk" is Intended to hawk fish, and a knowledge 
of their haunts and habits, from all parts ot the coast to Wash¬ 
ington where the specimens will be kept and the knowledge dis¬ 
tributed. She will mark a new era in fish-culture, an advance¬ 
ment undreamed of ten years ago when a man would have been 
thought wild who talked of a steam-floating hatching bouse fitted 
also for dredging and scientific work. 

—Questions for mathematicians: If there are five and a half 
yards to a perch, how many are there in a catfish! Or, If there 
are that number of yards In a rod, how far from the handle should 
the reel plate be! Aud, if sixteen and a half feet are required to 
a pole, how many should there be Id a jointed rodl Answers 
accompanied by a bouquet addressed to our braln food editor will 
receive prompt attention. 

—The use of maggots as food for young trout has been dis¬ 
covered by almost every fish breeder In the country. And In 
each case believed to be an original discovery.

haug up a horse’s leg aud let them drop. 

—A dispatch from Berlin says: “The negotiations between 
Russia and the United States relative to the fisheries near Alaska 
have resulted In an arrangement by which the vessels of the 
United States are allowed to fish lu Russian waters lu return for 
the payment of a money compensation."

Disease, of |>ogs.

INDICES TION — (Dgsftrpsia.) 

The term dyspepsia Is derived from a Greek word, which 
means to digest with difficulty, or any derangement of that 
function by which the aliment Is converted luto chyle. Indiges¬ 
tion Is by no means an uncommon disease In the dog. It is the 
common consequence of Improper feeding and neglect of exer¬ 
cise; It Is also caused from plethora or anemia, or from tbe stom¬ 
ach sympathizing with other organs, also from deranged ner¬ 
vous action and great bodily fatigue. 

Dyspepsia lu tbe dog assumes various forms, aud It Is also the 
cause of numerous diseases. 8ktu diseases, fetid breath, foulness 
of tbe teeth, asthma, etc., are produced by It. The symptoms 
are flatulence, a dislike for wholesome food, a craving for unnat¬ 
ural articles to eat, such as wood, paper, rags, etc., alternations 
of constlpatlou and diarrhoea, the eyes dull aod heavy, pulse 
small and soft, low spirits, want of muscular vieor, although the 
animal sometimes Is extremely fat. 

The treatment la generally very simple. The dog should be 
fed sparingly three times a day of food easy of digestion, and 
ahould be allowed plenty of exercise. I would at first administer 
an emetic to clean the stomach, then give a dose of aperient 
medicine (calomel will be found tbe best In this case): then give 
a vegetable aromatic tonic. The following will be found an ex¬ 
cellent recipe: extract of gentian, 16 grs.; carbonate of Iron, half 
an ounce; carbonate of soda, half an ounce; ettract of 
hyoacyanns, 18 gre.; mix into eight, sixteen, or thirty- 
two pills, according to tbe size of the dog, and give one 
morning and night. The tonic pill of Stonehenge Is also ex 
cellent In cases of dyspepsia, com|*osed as follows: sulphate of 
quinine, one to 3 grs; extract of hemlock, 2 grs.; powdered gin¬ 
ger, 2 gre.; mix and give one mornlug and night. 

WORMS. 

The dog Is subject to a great variety of worms, occupying 
different situations, and producing different effects. All the 
various kinds met with are propagated by out, though some, as 
the Aecarie lumbricoidee are also viviparous, these worms are 
sometimes batched In the body of tbe parent, so that a large worm 
may be frequently full of small ones. There are other worms 
met with In the dog beeldes tbe Intestinal worms, the large 
kidney worm (strongylus gtgaa) and the hydatid, wblcb there Is 
little doubt la the cause of iromlslde. 

I will now describe the peculiarities of each kind of uorvf, the 



symptom. shown by the snlmsl when effected with them, sod 
the heat remedies for their expulsion. The Atearida are small 
thread like worms, about an Inoh In length, of a white color, with 
one end cut off obtusely (the mouth) and the tall t«nnlnaUng in IK 
a transparent prolongation. They are found chiefly In the In 
rertum^and the Itching they frequently cause Is s mply Intotore- M 
able You may often see the dog relieve himself by draping of 
the anus along the ground. These worms are sometimes found W 
In large quantities In the stomach. They are of both sexes, and M 

,f Thr 7 Vm l resembles the earth worm In shape, but Is while In te 
color. They are very common In young dogs and often produce 
flts. They are found usually In the Intestines, but occasionally 
crawl Into the stomach, which causes a great amount of Irritation. 

The Ascaris lumbricoid « Is from four to seven Inches long 
round, and of a light pink color; the two extremities are precisely 
alike, and are slightly flattened at the point. They will sometimes 
collect together In large quantities, so as when evacuated to form 
a whd masses large J a hen’s egg. These worm, are viviparous 
Tcml '1 or Tape worm Is the most Injurious of all the Intestinal 
worms. ’ Foreign writers describe five kinds, the Tarsus tolistm 
Bothrmcephaluslatut are common to man and the dog. 1 heee 
worons^are supposed to be developed from the hydatid forms 
found In the livers of sheep, rabbit*, etc. 

Professor Owen, of the London university, describes them as 

follows- ’’The Tienla solium attains to the length of several feet, 
extending sometimes from the mouth to the anus. The breadth 
varies from one fourth of a line at It* anterior part to three or 
four lines towards the posterior part of the body, which then 
again diminishes. The head Is small, and generally hemlspheri- 
cab broader than long, and often as if truncated anteriorly; the 
four mouths, or oscula, are situated on the anterior surface, and 
surround the central rossellum, which Is very short terminated by 
a minute apical papilla, and surrounded by a double clrc e of 
small recurved books. The segmcuU of the neck, or anterior 
part of the body, arc represented by transverse rugee, the margi¬ 
nal angles of which scarcely project beyond the lateral line, the 
succeeding segment* are subquadrate, tbetr leD 8^ **' t| 

ceedtng their breadth; they then become sensibly longer, nar- ^ 
rower anteriorly thicker and broader at the posterior margin, 
which slightly overlaps the succeeding joint. The last series s 
segments are sometimes twice or three times as long as they y 

"“Thegenerative orifices are placed near the middle of one of > 
the margins of each joint, and are generally alternate The „ 
Vania so«um Is androgynous; that Is to say, It produces IM ova L 
without the necessity for the contact of two Individuals, the 
male and female organs belug contained In each. Professor , 
Owen descXs them thus: ’• In each joint of this worn, there , 
is a large branched ovarium from which a duct Is continued to 
the lateral opening; the ova are crowded In the ovary and in { 
those situated on the posterior segments of the body they gen- t 
e rally present a brownish color, which renders the form of their re- ( 
ceptacle sufficiently conspicuous. In segments which have been ( 
eioelled separately, we have observed the ovary to be nearly 
empty , .nd P lt is In these that the male duct and gland are most , 
easily perceived. For this purpose, it Is only necessary to place , 
the segment between two slips of glass, and view It by means of ( 
a simple lens, magnifying twenty to thirty diameters. A well , 
defined lice, more slender and opaque than the oviduct, may then ( 
be traced extending from the termination of tho oviduct, at the , 

lateral opening to the middle of the joint, snd Inclined In a , 

curved or slightly wavy line to near the middle of the posterior ] 
margin of the segment, where It terminates In a small oval vesicle. 
This! as seen by transmitted light, Is subtransparent in the cen- , 
ter and opaque at the circumference,Indicating Its hollow or vest- , 
cular structure. The duct, or vas deferent contains * grumous 
secretion; It is slightly dilated just before its termination. In 
this species, therefore, the ova are Impregnated on their passage 
outward.” ( Cyclopedia of Anatomy , art. Bntozoa.) It Is then 
seen by this minute description, that each section of the worm is 
capable of producing ova 10 an enormous extent. They chiefly 
freouent tho small Intestines. 

A*cari« .Varginata.—' This worm inhabits the Btomach of young 
dogs- It Is a frequent source of sickness, and often occasions spas- 
modl’c colic, by rolling itself into knots. 

The Strougylusgiga. Inhabit, the kidney of the dog « well s. 

In man; It Is also found In the kidney of the horse, bull, pig,wolf, 
otter raccoon. It I. usually of a blood-red color. It has been 
known to attain the length of three feet In the human kidney, 
and half an Inch In diameter. 

Worms have also been found in the urethraot dogs.they resem¬ 
ble a stroogylus, and average three inches In length. 

The presence of all these worms is readily detected. There Is 
an unhealthy appearance of the coat, generally a dry, short 
rouKh ravenous appetite, fetid breath, nose hot and dry, poor 
in condition, peculiar state of the bowels, sometimes constipated, 

at others loose, accompanied with griping pains; In young doge 

they sre frequently subject to fit*. The kidney worm Produce* 
bloody urine, and Is very often mixed with pus, but as these 
symptoms are present without the worm, It Is difficult to deter¬ 
mine It* presence during life. . 

The following Is a list of remedies for expelling or destroying 
worm-.. Calomel (ffydrargyri chloridum). The dose s from 
three to five grains, mix with ten to twenty grains of jalap. Betel 
nut ( A ux areca. ) The areca nut should be given every week for 
four or live times; six hours after administering, give a dose of 
castor oil. The dose of the powdered nut Is two grains to every 
pound of the dog’s weight. It should always be freshly pow- 

<le 8» d ntonlne (ArtcmitUi contra.) This In my opinion I* an •dura¬ 
ble and soft remedy. Procure If possible the brown, as that Is 
the purest. The dose Is from one-half to three grains, mixed 
with five to fifteen grains of Jalap, and given weekly. 

Finely powdered glut* I* an excellent and safe remedy tor ex¬ 
pelling the worm. It Is made into a ball with lard and ginger. 
Spirit* of turpentine (Spiritut terebinthina.) 

This Is the most efficacious of all worm medicines, but must 
be given with care, as It I* apt to Irritate the lining membrane 
m ?ie intostlnes/and also L kldney. It should-way. bn 
given Id combination with oil. The doe* Is from half » drachm 
to half an ounce; It can be given to quite young puppies with 
porfect safety In doses of from three to ten drops In a little oil, 
and It nearly always effect* a cure. 

The leaves and oil of male fern (Filix mat.) 

These are both excellent remedies, when obtained In a pure 
state. The dose Is from twenty grains to two drachms, made 
Into a pill, and followed two or three hours afterwards by a 
castor oil purge. Of the oil, from ten to twenty drop*, mixed 
with meal and water, one-half to be given at night the other half 
In the morning, followed by a dose of castor oil two hours after¬ 
wards. . , 

Indian pink (SfAgdia marytandiea.) This Is a powerful ver¬ 
mifuge, and a dangerous one. Dose, Infuse half an ounce of the 
drug In half a pint of boiling water, strain It, give one to two 
tobiespoonfuls, followed by a dose of oil It most be remem¬ 
bered, that It la very necessary for an animal suffering from 
worm*, to have a nutritious diet, which will assist greatly In 
preventing their regeneration.

In this issue we give’ a portrait of the bull terrier bitch, 
Beauty, winner of first prise In her class at the Detroit show, 
In January last Beauty 1* owned by Mr. K. Helber of Saline, 
Mich., and l* correctly named. She Is the handsomest bitch 
of her breed we have seeD. She Is pure white, and Is by 
White Wonder, out of Blind Sallle. Since her Detroit victory, 
Mr. Helber has bred her with the most gratifying results. 
Mr. Helber has, probably, one of the besttjtennels of bull 
terriers In America. 



As we have received numerous inquiries for the points of 
the bull terrier,we append the following from Stonehenge's recent 
work, “ The Dogs of the British Islands”:

The stuff (value 15) should be long and flat, wedge shaped— 

(. «., wide behind, with the smaller end at the place of the brow, 
which should not be at all prominent. The line from the oed- j 
put to the end of the nose should be as straight as possible, , 
without either brow or hollow In front of the eyes. This line Is j, 
never absolutely straight, but the nearer It approaches to a t 
straight line, the better. The skull should, however, be “ broken t 
up,” but not to anything like the same extent as in the bull-dog. 

Face , eyes, lips and teeth (value 10).—The jaws must be long 
and powerful, nose large and black (though many otherwise first- 
rate dogs have had spotted or “ butterfly ” noses—notably Mr. 
Godfrey’s Old Puss), Eyes small, black and sparkling. The 
upper lip should he as tight over the jaw as possible, any super- * 
fluoue skin or approach to chop being undesirable. The under 
(ip should also be small. The teeth should be regular in shape, 
meeting exactly, without any deviation from the straight line. A 
pig jaw Is as great a fault as being underhung. 

The tart (value 5) are always cropped for show purposes, and 
the degree of perfection with which this has been accomplished 
is generally taken Into consideration. They should be brought 
to a fine point, and exactly match. In their uncropped Btote they 
vary * good deal in shape, and seldom reach their full proportion 
till after teething. 

The neck (value 5) should be rather long, and gracefully set 
Into the shoulders, from which It should taper to the head, with¬ 
out any throatiness or approach to dewlap, as in the bull-dog. 

Shoulders and chest (value 15).—The shoulders should be 
strong and slanting, with a wide and deep chest; but the last 
ribs are not very deep, though brought well back toward the 
hips. 

The back (value 10) should be short and well furnished with 
muscle, running forward between the shoulder-blades in a firm 
bundle on each side. , . „ 

The legs (value 10).—The foreleg* should be longand perfectly 
straight, the elbows lying In the same plane as the shoulder 
point*, and not outside them, as In the bull-dog. The hind legs 
should also lie long and muscular, with straight hocks placed 
low down, i.*., near the ground. 

The feet (value 5) are rather long than cat-like; but the toes 
should be well arched and close together. 

The coal (value 5) must be short and close, but hard rather 
than silky, I bough when In show condition It should shine from 
constant friction. 

The color (value 5) for show purpose* must be pure white, 
though there "kre many well-shaped dogs of other colors. This 
Is, however, purely a fancy breed, and as such there Is not the 
slightest reason why an arbitrary rule should not be made as it 
| was, without doubt In .this case; and It Is useless to show a dog of 
any other color. 1 

. The tail (value 5), or stern, should be set on low, fine In bone 
, and carried straight out, without any curl over the back. 

Of symmetry (value 10) this dog shows a considerable amount, 
all bis points being agreeable to the eye of the artist. Any 
deviation from a due proportion should, therefore, be punished 
, accordingly.

Mr. Dew’s Views of the American and English Systems 
of Rnnnlug Field Trials. 

Columbia, Tern. 

Editor Chicago Firld:—I n compliance with my promise,and 
In response to several private Inquiries from brother sportsmen, I 
offer these Ideas and suggestions on the subject of changing our 
manner of running dogs at onr Held trials, from the scale of point* 
to tbe beat system. Each has Its advocates, I know, and with 
reason, and each may succeed when properly carried out. If an 
economy of time la desired,then the heat system has much to rec¬ 
ommend It. But, recognizing the fact that onr trials are for the 
purpose of developing »nd exhibiting the field qualities of our 
sporting doge, and should be ea managed that the beat dog may 
win, the sacrifice of a few hours aud the fatigue of a few more 
miles should not be considered. Without offering any reasons 
In favor of the heat system, however, I shall give my objections 
stmply In as concise and terse a manner aa possible, writing 
nothing In a spirit of carping criticism, but simply a* opinion* 
formed front comparison* .... 

First then under the beet system the time end opportunity el- 
lowed a dog Is often too limited. Every sportsman recognise* 
the feet that at time*, hla dog that he think* almost perfect, will 
from those natural causes which Influence scent, or from over¬ 
feeding or Intense excitement, greatly disappoint bis expecta¬ 
tions The greet advantage of the time of the day it also moat 
apparent to tbe practical sportsman; and under the latitude 
end arbitrary discretion permitted the Judging under this system; 
there la a wide field for favoritism or mistakes. 

Again, where two or more entries ere made by the eame person, 
and these dogs come together In the tie*, one mast be drawn to 
give hi* companion the benefit of a bye—or ooe must suffer de¬ 
feat, or It mey defeat tbe beet dog for the final run—the one 
tbe owner most depends upon,or most desire* to lend to the front.

In this connection It may not be Inappropriate to give my view* 
on the subject Of emerging tbe number of potato for £■*■*■*' 
a* the question he* been asked me.

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bodge, or an almost Imaginary dividing line, thli control le » ne- 
ceeettr. With uelt le different. With lerge field*, end nodenger 
of vloletlng the lew of trespass, with an kept hedgee, bramble- 
grown fane* rows, end taeevy cover, It U not to Imperative, and 
•bould not have that high cooelderatlon to which It lays claim In 
the Engllah trlale. I do not think,however, that It ebonld be etruck 
out, and the antamed ranger, wildly galloping, have the honor* 
eaay with hie truer and better controlled competitor; bat thtnk It 
already placed high enough In our acore of merlta. The amooth 
flelde, open and alraoet bare; the neat hedge*, the ecardty of 
bird*, and the baree moving In eight on the open, render It a 
Hint qua non to our English friends; to ns a matter of eecondary 
consideration.

In his stable. The Evansville Journal of last Wednesday said :

_j, i* one of the principal problems of modern zoology to 

find the causes for the variation of species of animals. While 
many of the living species do not seem to vary, others show In 
an extraordinary degree varlatlona In size, form, color and mark¬ 
ing To such species the attention of the naturalist la most 
especially directed, particularly to the variation of color. Among 
the molluscs the changes of color are moat remarkable In Arton 
empiricorum, which animal varies from orange-yellow, red, light 
brown dark brown to black. It happens moat frequently that one 
variety exclusively predominates In a given locality, though 
sometimes several varieties are found together. Some have sought 
the cause of the dark coloring In the degree of humility. The 
altitude above sea-level, where the molluscs are found, seem* to 
have a decided Influence. The higher up a variety la found the 
more the darker colors prevail. The whole scale of coloring has 
actually been observed In a descent by a naturalist In Wurtcm- 
burg- But this seems to^mllltate against the theory of humidity 
as the humidity ls greater In valleys where the lighter colors 

are found. . 

—It waa reported that the curare or arrow poison of the < U1- 
noco and Amazon river Indiana has been successfully employed 
to counteract the spasm In hydrophobia, but only recently was a 
practical and scientific account of a case published. The patient 
waa a woman and waa treated by Dr. Offenberg, In Bonn. When 
the symptoms left no doubt as to the nature of the affliction he 
Injected hypodermically twenty grammes of curare In the course 
of five hours, a dose producing deadly paralysis In healthy per¬ 
sons Curare has the property to retard and weaken the action 
of the motory nerves, and conaequently It reduced the cramps 
which when not broken by some means ultimately cause the 
death of the patient by exhaustion aud suffocation. But curare 
counteracting for hours those spasms hy Its paralyzing property, 
the rabies at last spends Itself. The dose of the poison was so 
powerful that respiration had to be artificially sustained, but the 
experiment succeeded and the patient was saved. 

—Few people have an idea of the number of Infusoria con¬ 
tained In duet gathered from furniture. Naturalists who wish to 
make mlcroecoptc Investigations of these anlmalculm generally 
take some hay, pour water upon It and put It In a warm place, but 
by far the most fall to get the desired little creatures. A trial waa 
recently made with hay, sawdust and dust collected on furniture 
lu the room. Three preserve jars about live inches high were 
made about half full with hay,sawdust andToom dust. Water waa 
poured In for the purpose of making an Infusion, and the vessel 
put lu a warm place. After twenty-four hours, search was made 
for Infusoria, and In a drop taken from the hay Infusion but two 
anamalcula) were found, In oue from the sawduBt four, aud In a 
drop taken from the room-dust Infusion the whole field of vision 
swarmed with Infusoria. 

—Prof. Grote thinks that the Indian corn plant origlually grew 
wild on the slopes of the Rocky Mountain region,and on the sides 
of the valley of the Colorado. It wa* cultivated by the early red 
men of that region who were Asiatic emigrants In pre-glacial 
times. The cliff-dwellers and mound-builders cultivated maize. 
The plant probably was at first single-eared and the grains smaller. 
Prof. Grote believes that tta present yield may be still increased 
by planting corn from plants producing the largest number of 
ears, so that finally a more numerously eared variety may be In¬ 
troduced. 


Notes* 


—The telegraph Informs us of a plague that has appeared lu 
places along the Russian coast, In the shape of a beetle that waa 
washed up by the waves In prodigious numbere, and that la de¬ 
stroying everything In the shape of vegetation. One account 
states that the wavea have thrown colossal masses of these 
beetles on the land. They endure salt water better than fresh 
water, swimming easily, and, coming to the land, they dry them¬ 
selves a little, then fly to the flelde and devour everything. In 
parts of the country the entire crop has been destroyed. Ma- [ 
chines have been Invented to kill them off, and one county gov- I 
ernment baa already expended 100,000 rubles for this end. These 
are the accounts of Ignorance, and Its slater, superstition, which 
are magnifying largely the danger to be apprehended. From 
the description we have seen there can be no doubt but that It Is 
a species of beetle Identical with our May-beetle. The nature of 
Ibis Insect has always been to sppear lo Immense numbers at 
regular periods. Our own species la familiar to every one, under 
the Dame of May-bug, and although the European species differ 
slightly ao as to demand a different name for the purpose of 
Identification, the llfe-lilstory and habits of both are alike, 
and It may be Interesting to apeak of them. The 
name Afap-beetle has been poorly bestowed upon them, for 
an early Spring will bring them out In numbers In April, and a 
corresponding cold or lata 8prlng will retard their appearance 
until June. The beetles pair In May or June, and the femalee 
lay from forty to fifty eggs. These hatch In the coarse of a 
month and burrow In the ground, sometimes to the depth of a 
foot or more, and feed upon the roots of grasses, and various 
plants and abrube. It la daring this stage of the Insect as larva 
or grub that It does the moat serious damage. The grub la a 
large, fleshy, white worm, about one and a half Inchea long, used 
extensively by flahermeu for bait. It descends during Winter 
below the reech of front, coming In Summer nearer Ihe surface, 
and paaaea three years In this condition before becoming the 
perfect beetle. These grub* destroyed on the Beloe during one 
season garden vegetables of an estimated value of $5,000,000 
Our gardener* and farmer* have no doubt auffered greatly from 
them; and aa the grub Is very large and conspicuous. It Is always 
advisable to keep a careful eye about while plowing or turning 
up the soil with the apede, aud to destroy them at that time. In 
certain year* tha May beetle* are frightfully plenty; In one 
tostaoce, In a portion of the department of the Lower Seine, hand 
picking had to be resorted lo, and 80,000,000 were collected and 
destroyed. The dates for the appearance of tbeaa beetles In 
great numbers seem to lie quite regular. Alooc the Rhine during 
the year* 1M0, IMS. I8M, 18B9, they were very plentiful, and 
In France during 1880, 1804, 1808, and ao on. In our own 
country the perfect May-beetle remain* with na about a month. 
It fllaa about In th« early evening, particularly during damp 
weather, or before a ahowor. 


_Near Sulzburg, In Southern Germany, a roe-buck was shot, of 

about six years, healthy and well fed, with monstrous antlers. 
The horns were covered with an Irregular, thick rind, of a soft, 
hairy surface. Around the base were hanging many thick oval 
or round excrescences to the size of a walnut, likewise covered 
with fine hair. Similar growths were between the branches. It 
had two branches, each terminating In a fork, the left more de¬ 
veloped than the right.. It seems to be a case of arrested growth 
In the upper part, while the base continues to develop. 

—In the southwestern part of Washington Territory a collec¬ 
tion of cones, over 300, haa been discovered In a bog, twelve feet 
below the surface. They are referred to Elcjeha* prlmigeuiu*. 

—A series of interesting caves are reported to have been dis¬ 
covered In Page county, Va., In which many valuable original re¬ 
mains are expected to be found. 

Nesting of the Gkeat Blue Hebon in the West.— The breed 
Inc places of the great blue heroD on the Colorado river, offer no 
each scenes as those of the same bird do In Florida, for Instance. 
There may, Indeed, be places along this river overgrown wlUi 
low, dense woods, simulating a cypress swamp, where the birds 
may resort to breed, aloDg with the wood Ibises; but, for the 
most part, the herons that wend their way along the Colorado are 
only screened by low, straggling mezqulte, that scarcely hides 
them, or patches of arrow-wood (Tcesaria borealie), that they can 
overlook. Where the river flows deepest and swiftest, cutting 
IU way through bold eanons that rise frowning on either band 
like the battlements of giant castles—where the fervid rays of 
the aun heat the rocks till they almost crack, and the sand 
blisters the feet—there the herons Ax their nesU, overhanging 
the element whence they draw subetatence. The face of the cliffs 
In many places la covered with singular nests of the eve swallow, 
breeding by thousands; while on the flat projecting shelves of 
rock we And here and there the bulky platforms of twigs and 
sticks, and perhaps nee the sedate bird herself, setting motion¬ 
less on the nest, hopefully bldlug her time, cheered during her 
long waiting, by the Joyous troops of the swallows that flutter 
Incessantly around. . 

Wherever placed, on tree, bush, or rock, the nest of the heron 
la a Urge bed of twig*, more or less matted together with grasses 
and weeds, some two feet In diameter and about one-third a* 
high. Two or three eggs are laid, probably never more; they 
measure about 9.50 by 1.50, and are rather narrowly elliptical, 
with both end* of about the same shape; the color la a pale, dull, 
greenleh-blue, varying In shade In different specimens, but always 
uniform over the same egg. Elliott Coues. 


Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field: —I see In the Chicago Field of the 5th Inst, a com 
rounlcatlon from C. B. W. In which he makes a sUtement that 
a man named Charles Smith, while plowing In a field plowed up 
a rattlesnake, and that the snake swallowed Its young. I know 
a case of that kind, In fact waa one of the parties who killed the 
snake. Myself and brother were hauling wood at the time; we 
killed the rattlesnake, and after killing It we concluded to take 
It home; we Ued the snake'* tall to the coupllug-pole at the back 
end of the wagon, and had not gone far before about a half dozen 
or ao of young ones came out of the old one's mouth. 

I have a friend who say* he saw a moccasin anake awnllow 
her young; he was hunting at the time on the bank of a creek, 
and came acroa* tha snake, she became frightened at him and 
began to blow and make a kind of a biasing noise, and very soon 
afterward four or five little snakes crowded up and went Into her 
mouth. , ,, ,

If these clubs want to be In effect what they are In name, 
they must do something to substantiate the fact; as It Is, their 
hollow professions but mike their sins of omission as grave aa 
though they were those of commission. Now, as clubs of sports¬ 
men, they are but a farce and ridicule for the Water street Il¬ 
licit game dealers. 

It Is true the sportsmen of the rural districts should look to 
the protection of the game of their respective localities, and not 
expect the sportsmen of Chicago to do It for them, for it were 
expecting an Impossibility, and If possible, unreasonable to ex-' 
pect those residing In Chicago to protect the game of the entire 
state. It were just as reasonable to expect Chicago to preserve 
order and suppress crime throughout the state.

OF WHAT USE ARE OUR OLUB8? 

Notwithstanding tb»t we hsve In Chicago four sportsmens' 
clubs, each with a large membership, end a game law which 
mskes ample provisions for the punishment of those violating It, 
yet It Is a positive feet that the law Is being and baa been for 
some time, most flagrantly violated. Pralrte chickens we are 
credibly Informed not only are being dally sold by the Wster 
street game dealers but have been for a month peat. 

As the open season for prairie chlckeos in the state does 
not commence nntll August lfi, norj In any state before August 
1, It shows how gross the violation of the law Is, not even ad¬ 
mitting of the plee In defence that the birds were killed out of 


The preseut game law is an effective one, and enables convic¬ 
tions for Its violations. It was passed through the legislature 
after slreuuous efforts by Messrs. L- B. Crooker, W. T. Johnson, 
Sol Hopkins, Price, Dr. Seicbrlet,and other sportsmen members of 
the legislature. Not aiming at impossibilities It Is free from 
those lncongruitle.6 and absurdities which previous laws pos¬ 
sessed ; but of what use are the labors of these gentlemen when 
the law is allowed to lie Idle on the statute books? A more gro¬ 
tesque position our four sportsmens’ clubs could not be in. A 
law clamored for that would enable convictions, obtained after 
much labor and left to operate itself. Should each of these gen¬ 
tlemen load bis gun and leave it in a coruer of his room with 
the expectation that it would of Itself kill birds, merely because 
It was loaded, the assumption would not be a more ridiculous one 
than to expect the game law to suppress the destruction of 
game, simply because It Is a law. 

We confess to have become disgusted with the apathy of our 
clubs. We fully expected, when the law was passed, that meas¬ 
ures would be taken to enforce it; but, alas, wo have waited in 
vain, We do not wish to arrogate to ourselves undue credit, 
nor merit which we are not entitled to, but we did our beat un¬ 
der the old law, single-handed, to stop the illicit sale of game, 
aud, weak as the law was, we believe we did some good. We 
did not expect to have to fight the hydra headed monster alone 
this time; we looked for co-operation, but since It has not come 
we have gone into the fight again, and expect, before thiB reaches 
the eyes of our readers, to have detected some cases which can 
be prosecuted. It Is the duty of the presidents of the clubB to 
call a joint meeting aud take concerted action in the matter. In 
union there is strength. Will the clubs move in the matter, or 
are the members only sportsmen lu buckrum I 


THE FIR8T PROSECUTION UNDER THE MASSA¬ 
CHUSETTS CAME LAW8 

Iu a recent Issue we mentioned the violation of the game law 
of Massachusetts, passed by the last legislature through the 
efforts of the Massachusetts Kennel Club, by the proprietors of 
one of the leading hotels, who supplied a woodcock to a guest. 
We were, however, in error In staling that the prosecution was by 
the Massachusetts Kennel Club; It was by the Massachusetts Fish 
and Game Association, a large organisation, composed of the 
principal sportsmeu of Boston. 

The culprits are Messrs. Hall * Whipple, proprietors of Young’s 
Hotel, and the gentleinau who furnished the evidence Is Mr. 
John bottler, Jr., president of the Massachusetts Kennel Club, 
and a member also of the executive committee of the Massachu¬ 
setts Fish and Game Association. 

We are glad to see that the association obtained a conviction. 
The defendants appealed the case and were each held In one 
hundred dollars ball to sppear for trisl st the Bupertor Court. 
We wine that the decision of Judge Psrmenter will be affirmed 
by the Superior Court. The threat to arrest Mr. Fottler we re¬ 
gard aa empty as the attempt to obtain a conviction would be 
futile. Mr. Fottler Is to be congratulated on his energy and 
efforts in the preservation of game, and the wishes of all-sports¬ 
men will be with the association for the affirming by the Su¬ 
perior Court of the decision of Judge Parmenter. 

It Just occurs to us that sportsmen should make a note of the 
landlords of hotels who are aiding In the destruction of game, 
and not patronise their hotels. Begin by setting down in the 
black list Young’s Hotel, Boston. 

We give the following facto in the cose gleaned from the Bos¬ 
ton TrauMm-: 

“Th* fact that Hall A Whlppls,of Young'* Hotel, had been convicted 
of having woodcock in their possession, contrary to the provision* of 
the statutes, was pnbllshud exclusively to tb* Traveller™ yesterday. 
The details, however, are of each lotercst, lnsomnch as the matter In¬ 
volves a constitutional quostloo of the powers of the legislature, that 
they are given below. 

Tne suit was broaght by the* Maasacbnsetts Fish aud Game Aseocla- 
tlon, for whom Hon. Charles J. Noyes appeared. The sections of the 
hIu mi<- under which the prosecution was made, are as follows: 

Section 1. Whoever lo thl® commonwealth takes or kllla any wood¬ 
cock, or any ruffeil grouse, commonly called partridge, between tne first

Think of It, the wonid-be eplcnrea, to gratify a pamtfo 
eplcnrian lasts, siding and tbeUfng the violation of th* law In 
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the law »u to protect game during certain seaauus o t the year, and 
there would be grave double ae to the conetluitloual rights of the login 
luture to luterfere with the rights of a cltlr.eu of Massachnsctu to pur¬ 
chase game lu Pennsylvania when It was legal to sell game In that 
state, it was perfectly clear that the legislature ot Massachusetts 
could nut eatoud Ha laws beyond Its territorial limits or extend Its pro 
tectlug arm Into another state. 

Mr. ployes said that by Chap. #5, See I of the Acts of 11*77, the legis¬ 
lature pruvlded that between January 1 and September 1 no persou 
shall buy or sell,'take or kill, or have In his possession auy woodcock, 
etc., but on account of Imperfections foitud lu the law, the legislature, 
by Chap. 20B of the present year, passed another act, which provided 
that no man should, between January 1 and September 1, take or kill, 
or within the respective time aforesaid sell, buy, or have lu Ills posses 
slon any of the birds named lu the act. By the amended act It woe 
clearly the Intention of the legislature to prohibit the purchase of any 
of the birds named In the act within the times specified. 

Judge Parmenter, after analyxlug the statutes said, that they estab¬ 
lished presumptions of fact which which would not he presumptlous of 
fac t if the ordinary rules of evidence were applied. He did uot kuow 
bow far Ihc Intent of the statute In the Hue or the right of possession of 
birds killed elsewhere without constituting an offense, might be prop- 
orly a subject of a criminal oftence here. The constitutionality of the 
question was not one for this court to determiue, and although this 
court had gone ao Tar as to anottl au ortlluance, ycl it had not gone so 
far as to annnl a statute. The Intent of the law seemed to be to pro¬ 
hibit the sale of woodcocks in this Commonwealth, no matter where 
they came from. In conclusion Judge Parmenter bold that the com¬ 
plaint had been established, and Imposed a Hue of $35 and costs on each 
of the defendanta. 

Messrs. Hall and Whipple then appealed, and were held In $100 each 
for trial at the Superior Court, It being their Intention lu have the con¬ 
stitutionality of the act passed upon by the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Avery Informed the court that he would have a worrant Issued 
against Mr. John Fottler, Jr., of the linn of Schlegel, Everett & Co., 
seed dealers, 3(1 South Market street, who wss the informant agalust 
Messrs. Hall * Whipple, who, it appeared, ordered the woodcock, cut 
Its head off and deposited It in a bottle. Counsel snld the ground npou 
which he made his statement was that as soon ns the bird was placed 
upon the table and attacked by Puttier, It was then and there In his 
possession." 


MEMPHIS. 

The yellow fever In Memphis seems to be on the increase, at 
lesst the telegrams each day report additional victims. The 
white population may be said to hare nearly all left, a wise pre¬ 
caution, and the best way by which the disease can be checked. 

But it is evident that the sanitary ootidltlon of Memphis Is 
much at fault. Something niustbe done during the corning Winter 
or Memphis must of necessity become a deserted city. No city 
can grow or retain its position, the population of which have, 
with each succeeding 8pring, to make preparations to migrate. 

The following letter from Guido, who, we mentioned last week, 
as belug on his way to Minnesota and Iowa, while stopping In 
8t Louis, was written to the Olube-Demoeral of that city, and Is 
full of good sense and practical suggestions: 

St. Louis, July 23, 18711.— Your very kind and practical remarks as to 
the Justice and propriety of the I’nltcd States giving atd and relief to 
Memphis, If the yellow fever rsges violently uiere this Summer, com- 
Miami our thanks, approbation and gratitude. Laws can not be framed 
for each exigency. The law of humanity and tile fair acts of equity are 
abundant warranty for one brother to help another; for our parent gov¬ 
ernment to snccor her children in dire calamity, penned In by quaran¬ 
tine Thu government is not responsible to any one fur ita sovereign 
acts in relieving agony, and has the precedent of 187& indorsed by all. 
Il Is reasonably certain that yellow fever can he Imported and dissemin¬ 
ated, also it can be originated by extreme, continuous heal acting ou 
putrid matter and farces. A perfect quarantine from May null! Octo¬ 
ber will render its Importation Impossible. Perfect sewerage and abso¬ 
lute cleanliness will prevent its spontaneous origin, first burning all 
bedding, clothing and carpets that are Infected. Every germ being 
burned, no case imported, and the local causes utterly uprooted anil 
extinguished by perfected sewerage und entire cleanliness, sll kuown 
causes being removed, all effecti of necessity would follow and fever he 
unknown. Exactly thus New Orleans was saved by Gen. Butler, whose 
thousands of soldiers were eutlrely unarcltmnted. yet were as healthy 
in the extreme South iu tnid-aummer two years as if in their native 
North. It Is far hotter that we of Memphis pay one-fourth of all 
we have this Winter, and save ourselves and the balance 
Ilian lo annually fiee for onr lives and become mendtcanls 
to onr parent government. Let the sewerage tax he first 
and paramount; let all who can do so advance two or three years' taxes 
expressly for this purpose; let all privies he then filled anil limed 
thoroughly, and let uo dead bodies he exhumed; no garbage-carl* go 
reeking and poisoning throughout the city in summer. We can anil 
must save Memphis, and this is our denier resort. A city that has such 
help lo drainage as the Mississippi river at her front, and that uutural 
sewer, Bsyou liayoso, in the rear, needs only engineering snd money 
to he as dry and as healthy as St. Louis. A city that already has five 
railroads and Iwo rivers; that is the nidus anil nucleus of the cotton 
hell; that has trade and commcrco In abundance at her doors and In 
her lap, cun aud must be saved from real and commercial death. A clly 
that can and will not, after this, save herself, will uot he greatly re* 
grettod. And In our local governor, Dr. D. T. Porter, we have the 
hraio, heart aud nerve fur the sublime work of saving a city from death. 
Ills recently taking the reins, and with a treasury of air, surely hln 
dered purification, oat to hla sanitary efforts Is now largely due Ihe 
luck of malignity of the present epidemic. Great captains, who 
destroyed cities and made many thousands of homes hitter snd barren 
of joy, have made names of Immortal renown. Let us make a more 
worthy and far grander and more sensibc renown hy saving a city, onr 
homes, imrsulvea. , Guido, of Memphis.

A Review of the Loudoo Field Hun Trial. 


Elt, Vt. 

Editor Chicago Field: —For some time past I have Intended 
to write you a few llnee In regard to the late London Field gun 
trial,concerning which somuch Interest has been exhibited among 
sportsmen, but until the present time I have been unable to get 
about It. The fact of the 10 and 20 borea having In many In¬ 
stances produced better shootlug than the 12 gauges, according 
to the results published, has set the shooting public to thinking, 
and I for one have been led to believe, that possibly some error 
In the principle or working of the targets, may have contributed 
to such a conclusion. With this belief I have Investigated the 
subject to some extent, and the result, with your permission, I 
will lay before your readers. 

On comparing the results of different discharges from the same 
guu, under conditions meant to be as nearly as possible the same, 
we note a very great Irregularity, even at the 40 yards trial, 
while at 60 it la not at all uncommon for four or five times the strik¬ 
ing force of one discharge to be registered at another, and that 
It may not be Bald that I am prejudiced, and that these wide dif¬ 
ferences were rare and exceptional, I here Insert the highest and 
lowest records made by each gun at both distances. 

SHOOTING AT FORTY TARDS. 
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These figures are supposed to represent certain numbers of 
whsl have been termed " force-ounces," and before I go further 
It will, perhaps, be well for me to explain how they are obtained. 
The target constats of s piste or disk of steel, ten Inches square, 
hacked by a delicate spring, and connected with an automatic In¬ 
dicator, which records ou a plate of glass smeared with black 
paint, the amount the spring Is compressed, or the distance to 
which the disk Is driven back by the strokes ot the pellets. On 
this plate la a graduated scale of points ths positions of which 
have been determined by striking the disk with wooden hammers 
ot known weights and moving with certain velocities, the product 
of which, the weight In ounces, by the velocity In feet per aecond 
Is taken as the amount of fores exhibited In ao many " force- 
ounces." Thus, the sixteen-force ounce mark Is the point regis¬ 
tered by the blow ot a two-ouno* hammer moving at the rate of 
eight feet per aecond, the twenty-four mark that of a three-ounce 
hammer end eight feet velocity, and soon. In other words, these 
force ounces represent the momentum of the body striking, and 
It la assumed that when similar ’results are obtained from the 
(trokea, lighter bodies such aa the pellets, proportionally In¬ 
creased velocities are Indicated. 


After each discharge the number ot force ounces exhibited, ss 
registered on the scale, la divided bv the number of pellets which 
have struck the disk, abd the quotient Is given as the average 
force per pellet (represented by the above figures) from which 
averages the comparisons are made. 

How exceedingly simple and practical at first sight all this 
appears Certainly, and considering the character aud reputation 
of Ita endorsers, it seems something almost approaching irrever¬ 
ence to find fault with It; but with the above records In view it ap¬ 
pears to me like putting rather too much responsibility on the 
gun makers to pronounce the target always right,and the gun ao 
very often wrong; ao at the risk ot getting a similar reputation 
to that of the one only reasonable juror (In his own opinion) 
who was closeted with the eleven stubborn ones, I shall contend 
that the gun Is not guilty of such frequent and glaring faults, 
and 1 shall also endeavor to prove to the satisfaction of your 
readers that the evidence furnished us by the target la Incomplete, 
inaccurate, contradictory, and consequently unworthy of our con¬ 
sideration lu judging of the work performed by the gun. 

It Is incomplete in giving us no account of ihe force expended 
In the flattening and distortion of the pellets against the plate. 
To every one it la plain that a large amount of force la so ex¬ 
pended, the shot could not be flattened without, and if ao, when, 
letmeaak, is any received but from the guu? The total dlsre- 
regardof this force In the use of the paper pads was there a prime 
evil, and here It has not been obviated. 

It Is Inaccurate because no consideration is taken of the poei- 
tion ot the strokes of the pellets on the plate, and in consequence 
In comparing the force ot two discharges, one though really the 
stronger, taking effect near the edge of the disk may be pro¬ 
nounced weaker than that of another, whose neuter of effort more 
nearly coincides with the center of the disk, or rather (Ae center of re¬ 
sistance. WeHre evidently supposed to believe that the disk will 
be moved back ae far in the one case as lu the other; hut, for a 
simple illustratiou just Imagine vourBelf obliged to support in 
your hands such a disk, while It was being struck by a rifle ball 
moving at a very high velocity, would you not naturally hope 
that It might Btrike at the farthest possible point from them I 

The Indicator, remember, registers only the distance to which 
the center of tin: disk Is moved back; the edges may spring back 
farther, hut no account is taken of it. 

With the necessity of knowlDg the position of the center of 
effort , there Is equal need ot considering the pliability of the 
target and the rapidity with which the force la transmitted from 
one ]/article of i( to another ; points to which no reference what¬ 
ever appears to have been made, nor Is it [possible to measure or 
ascertain them Ay auy practical method. 

Still another cause ot luuccuracy lies in the fact that the pel- 
leisof any discharge do not strike the plate all at the same ln- 
Instant, or In any known or regular order of succession, aud con¬ 
sequently their effect upon the plate must vary lo accordance, 
though the combined force of the pellets of several discharges 
may be precisely the same. To be more plain, the power of 
many pellets Is wasted to a variable and undeterminable extent, in 
overcoming the rebound of the plate after the strokes of those 
pellets which immediately precede them, aud reach the target 
just in advance. 

The results are contradictory; for while pretending to lie In 
accordance with the velocity of the pellets, In reality a less 
amount of force is recorded when the velocity Is Increased, as 
witness the results of the combined test of the force gauge and 
chronograph as quoted lu your Ibsub of May 81st from 
the Loudon Field. There the velocity ot the fastest pellet only 
of each discharge was taken, and when greatest, the greutest Ir¬ 
regularity 111 arrival of the charge at the target was manifest; 
aud because the force gauge did not theu give aa high figures as 
when the pellets struck more nearly together, though really 
moviny slower, the author ot the article expresses the opinion 
that, “ it constitute* an important point to be welcomed in the 
force gauge, for, testing by It, wild shots hale no chance, and 
strong shots which would probably put several pellets right 
through a forty-five sheet pad, but leave the remainder sticking 
Id the middle, are nowhere with the gauge, in comparison with 
steadily propelled charges which reach the plate simultaneously." 
A very wrong position It appears to me, for I can see no evidence 
to believe that because the velocit ies of the faster pellets are in¬ 
creased, those of the slower are necessarily lessened by the ad¬ 
dition of more powder, and If no speed is taken from any, why 
should it be considered a detriment to add LvoAhat of a parti 

Other matters call Imperatively for my attention, so I must 
close rather abruptly. Trusting I have In so ne measure discred¬ 
ited the aspersions cast upon the gun by this mendacious target, 
and hoping it may yet receive a just and fair trial, I forbear, for 
the time being, from further taxing your patience.

Holding Ahead or On.

Editor Chicago Field:— Shortly after Mr. Van Dyke’s arti¬ 
cle on "The art of shooting on the wing” appeared in the col¬ 
umns of your paper, I took occasion to compliment the writer 
on the correctness of his views, and the attractive and convinc¬ 
ing manner In which he presented them to your readers. On 
one point only did I differ with him, and gave my reasons for 
so doing, honestly believing that he was mistaken In this single, 
matter. After thus expressing such a favorable opinion of Mr. 
Van Dyke’s attainments, It Is hardly fair for him to assume—aa he 
does Id bis last at tide—that I hold him as a theorist only, and 
bis views unpractlcable. As for classing him with the only fair 
and Indifferent shots, I presume I must apologise, and I know 
he will forgive me when I quote a few sentences from his arti¬ 
cles from which I drew my inferences. He says, “ I am satisfied 
that If I had not had the fatal facility of killing about half of 
my birds lu my very first season I should now be a much better 
shot than I am or can ever hope to be," and again, "1 defy any- 
ona to produce a Hue ot mine wherein I claimed to be au extra 
shot; I do not claim to be a fine shot as compared with a pro¬ 
fessional.” 

This mistake of mine was therefore quite natural, and when 
he says be Is no mathematician and yet accompanies nearly 
every article with one, and sometimes two diagrams, bis modest 
dlsdalmers seem to be rather out of place, for the pupil should 
certainly be Impressed with the Idea that the teacher knows 
what he Is talking about. Mr. Van Dyke Intimates In the most 
delicate manner Imaginable, that I am not only exclusively prac¬ 
tical, but that I have the utmost coulempl for established phil¬ 
osophical principles, aud scientiflc laws. To this I will simply 
say, that uo one can have greater respect for science than my¬ 
self ; believing aa I do, that It baa done more for the benefit of 
humanity than even Christianity Itself, and It Is only when the 
rules of science are arrayed against the teachings of common

This Is the best season we have had for years, and I have never 
seen so many quails. In regard to to many being froaen, I do 
not believe a word of It, as I have made diligent inquiry among 
the farmers, and am acquainted with fifty or more sporting farm¬ 
er, and many who took especial pains to ascertain if many were 
froaen. In a conversation with seven of these gentlemen, they 
bad found but three dead birds, supposed to have been froaen, 
two In one place and one in another. Many of these gentlemen 
believed that they emigrate. One gentleman In particular said 
that there must have been at least twenty bevies on bis place,and 
that he bad shot but a part of two days,yel during the cold weather 
It was Impossible to find over a bevy or two In a half day’s hunt. 
He further says that there must be over a hundred pairs batching 
on bis farm. 

Woodcocks have been very plenty this season, several large 
bags having been made by pot-hunters previous to tho 4th of 
July. We are cursed with a lot of Welch and English poachers, 
who work on the rolling mill, who continually shoot and fish In 
and out of season. On the 3d of July two of them killed twenty- 
seven woodcocks in a morning's shoot. I am informed that they 
claim to have killed over 100 on these grounds previous to the 
open season. Seveu was the largest bag made on the Fourth,that 
I know of, but several larger ones have been made, since on 
grounds some distance from the dty. Mark. 

A Law Breaking Ruflinn In Sioux (’By. 


Missouri Vallxt, Ia. 

Editor Chicago Fibld; —From all quarters comes the en¬ 
couraging news of tho great number of prairie chickens and 
quails hatched In this section. Most every day we hear of farm¬ 
ers and others from all sides who report having see more young 
birds than for several seasons, and varying In site from two- 
thirds grown to birds Just hatched, and some even setting on 
their eggs yet, but for all we have a good supply of old birds. I 
fear that the law-abiding sportsmen will not reap much benefit 
from It, as that curse to game protection, and law abiding sports¬ 
men, the pot-hunter and law-breaker, Is already slaying the young 
birds. Last week this Item was published In the Sioux City 
Daily Journal , published at Sioux City, Ia. “ One of our sports¬ 
men was out hunting to-day and bagged twelve prairie chickens,’ 
and this, Mr. Editor, In a city where there are two sportsmen’s 
dubs, and no notice taken of it, and such has been the case 
every season at that place, If the Information we have is relia¬ 
ble, and we think it Is. Our advice to these clubs Is to disband, 
and not carry on their pot-hunting under the cloak of being mem¬ 
bers of a sportsmen’s club, for shame upon the sportsmen’s clubs 
that will allow such a thing to go on under their very eyes, and 
not take means to slop it A farmer some eight miles from here, 
reports three men from the town of Logan, eight miles east of 
here, coming out to his place last week, and killing twenty young 
prairie chickens, and one of the party a preacher at that—a man 
who Is supposed to uphold the laws of the land, out shooting 
young chickens by the middle of July. When will the sports¬ 
men of the country take the proper steps to enforce the game 
laws! Of what use are game laws If parties can go out and 
shoot young birds as soon as out of the shell! We hope to live 
to see such men as these made to suffer the full penalty of the 
law, and until they are made to, the game laws of our land are

Dixie had returned after killing a deer and a 
guanaco, also reporting that the former were plentiful among 
the hills, as also swarms of wild fowl. So now, being amply 
provisioned for a week or ten days, we decided on at once 
penetrating Into tbe lofty range beyond us. Over our camp-fire 
that night we sat rather late, making our plans and question¬ 
ing our guides as to our route. 

Of this, however, they were as ignorant as ourselves, noue ever 
having penetrated bevond this great barrier. We could not 
starve, however, as among the hills Dixie had seen lakes and 
lagoons swarming with wildfowl; deer also, according to what he 
had seen, seemed to abound; and so It was with light hearts that 
we retired to our beds in the pure open air. Night had set In, 
but tbe sun still left a rosy opal tint on tbe lofty, snow-dad 
peaks. Myriads of stars were shining In the blue vault above, 
the southern cross being right over our heads. Our watch-fires 
burned brightly, and beyond and all around us rose to the blue, 
rose-tinted heavens, the mighty range.of the Cordilleras, their 
snow-dad summits standing out In bold relief against tbe fast 
darkening sky. Lying wrapped up In my guanaco robe, with my 
feet to the fire, I thought of the happy chance which had brought 
us here, Instead of, as was originally Intended, crossing tbe dis¬ 
mal Pampas to the lagoons of Santa Cruz, and as my pipe burned 
out I went to sleep, and so ended our first day In the Cordilleras 
of Patagonia.— James Douglas In London Field.
